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Sir, Home Office, July 1880. 

We have the honour to present our Report for the year 
1879-80 with the statistical and other information respecting the 
local prisons in England and Wales, as required by the Prison 
'Act, 1877. 

2. The number of prisoners received during the past year in 
local prisons under sentence of the ordinary courts was 150,670, 
besides 5,298 aoldiei's and sailors convicted by courts-martial. 
There were also 7,771 persons imprisoned as debtors, or on civil 
process, making a total of 163,739. 

3. The corresponding numbers for the year preceding are re- 
spectively, convicted by the ordinary courts, 145,197, by courts - 
martial, 6,443, debtors and civil process, 6,964, total 158,604. 

4. The population of the prisons on the 3 1st March 1880 was 
18,979, having been 19,168 at the end of the previous year. The 
average daily population was 19,835, viz., 15,929 males and 3,906 
females in 1879-80, and 19,818, viz., 15,887 males and 3,931 
females in the previous year. 

5. The highest number of prisoners shown in any of the monthly 
returns was 20,723 on 7th October 1879, and the lowest was 
18,611 on 3rd February 1880, a difference of 1134 per cent, 
above the lowest number. 

6. The diagrams in Appendices Nos. 5 and 6 of this Report and 
Appendices 26 and 27 of that for the year 1878-9, show the 
course of the fluctuations in the different periods of the year, as 
well as the fluctuations in the different districts of England and 
Wales, and would seem to indicate that crime prevails to a greater 
extent in the summer months than in the winter. 

7. The diagram referred to in our last Report as showing the 
fluctuations in the daily average prison population for each year 
since 1849, as compared with the pauper population, has been 
repeated and continued in the present Report {vide Appendix 
Ko. 7). We then observed,— 

" The correspondence between the diagrams (Appendix 28) which show^QOglC 
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rising Crime rose till 1869, pauperism till 1870, after these dates both fell ; 
in 18/2 commenced a complete divergence, which is very remarkable, after 20 
years of almost exact correspondence, for at that date pauperism continued its 
downward course until 18/6, while crime rose until 1877, and at those two 
dates pauperism began to rise and crime to fall." 

8. It will be observed that during the years 1878 and 1879 
pauperism continued to rise while crime continued to fall. 

9. The statistics of the fluctuations in, and the composition of 
the prison population are of great interest, as the only certain 
guides to the discovery of the best mode of diminishing crime, for 
by means of these observations we can gain a clue to sources of 
crime and to the conditions under which it is fostered and de- 
veloped. Among these statistics the table in Appendix 8, which 
records the ages of the prison population, is of high value. 

10. It appears that there was on the Slst March 1880, in all the 
local prisons united, a population of 15,352 mules, and 3,627 
females. Of these, 32 males were under 12, 338 between 12 and 
16, and 3,181 between 16 and 21, making altogether no less than 
3,551 who were under 21. There were also 5,854 between 21 
and 30 years of age ; so that 58*9 per cent, of the whole male 
prison population were between 16 and 30 years of age. As the 
proportion of males in England and Wales between 16 and 30 is 
only 41*4 per cent, of the total male population above 15 (being 
the nearest corresponding age given in the census) the proportion 
of younger criminals to the total number of criminals is largely in 
excess. The number who are between 30 and 40 is not much 
more than half the number between 21 and 30, and is about 
equal to the total number of those who are 40 and upwards. 

11. These figures cannot but be regarded as affording a demon- 
stration that men take to crime in tne earlier rather than in the 
more mature periods of life, and that means for its effective repres- 
sion are to be sought much more among the agencies for securing 
a good training of the neglected part of our population in their 
early years than in any form of punishment which can be devised* 

12. The statistics of the proportion of females in the various 
periods of life are also worthy of note, and tend to show that 
there is some truth in the common belief that women who have 
once adopted a criminal life are less likely to be reclaimed from it 
than men, for whereas the proportion of males to females between 
the ages of 16 and 21 is 3,181 to 604, between 40 and 50 the 
males have fallen off by about one half, viz., to 1,589, while the 
number of women still stands so high as 534 ; and, comparing the 
total males and females above, with those below 30 years of age,

more than half had been committed before (5^568 more than 10 
times previously) and^ therefore, are probably leading a life of 
crime. 

14. In endeavouring to trace out the origin of criminal tendencies 
in individuals, the question often arises whether they are not in 
many cases so closely connected with weakness of mind or other 
forms of mental incapacity, that it may be assumed that the 
criminal tendency is likely to continue so long as such condition 
exists, and is therefore not likely to be eradicated by punishment 
or imprisonment. 

15. The return in Appendix 10 was called for in order to bring 
out the facts in this respect. 

16. It appears that in the 12 months prior to these returns no 
less than 541 of the prisoners received were imbecile or weak 
minded, and that there were then in prison 125 of that class. 

1 7. The last column gives the opinion of the governors as derived 
from their experience, and with particular reference in many cases 
to the prisoners then in custody, as to the probability of such 
prisoners n^n committing crime and being re-convicted. From 
these it is clear that they are not deterred from crime by punish- 
ment, and that their mental incapacity prevents them from 
profiting by their experience and leads them again into their evil 
courses. 

18. A study of facts such as these cannot but suggest whether 
means should not be devised which should ensure proper care 
being taken of persons whose imbecilitv or low mental power 
has conduced to their beconung criminals, and who for the same 
reason cannot be deterred by remembrance of past punishment 
from repeating their crimes and suffering the penalties. 

19. The propriety of taking some such course is further enforced 
by the consideration that these unfortunate people are, in all pro- 
bability, made use of and led astray by other criminals to promote 
their own purposes, thus facilitating the operations of the more 
intelligent criminals and enabling them to evade detection. 

20. A return relating to the same class of prisoners in convict 
prisons, and printed in Appendix 11, shows still more strongly^ 
the large number of persons whose crimes are connected with, if 
not due to, their imperfect mental condition. 

21. The number of prisons in England and Wales on 31st 
March 1880, was 67, or 46 fewer than when we took charge in 
April 1878. The prisons in England and Wales had room for 27,213 
prisoners at the latter date, those now in use have accommodation 
for 25,687 prisoners, and will shortly be able to take in 26,095 
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much spare accommodation, and thus setting free a large numbei 
of cells in Wandsworth prison, which are made use of for reducing 
the number at Cold Bath Fields, an object which it is understood 
the former prison authority were desirous of effecting. This 
latter prison had at times upwards of 2,000 prisoners within its 
walls ; in 1869 the number reached was so many as 2,179. It will 
be admitted that these numbers are larger than it is desirable to 
place in one single prison, and more especially, because in this case 
a part of the prison which it was necessary to use on these occasions 
is not up to the standard of modern requirements. Up to the 
present time we have effected the desired diminution of numbers 
by transferring prisoners, under the warrant of the Secretary of 
State, from Cold Bath Fields to Wandsworth and elsewhere, but 
wo propose that certain Courts in Middlesex which are nearer, or 
as near, to Wandsworth and Hollo way, but which now send their 
prisoners to Cold Bath Fields, shall in future send them to the 
prisons at those places, and the rules necessary to effect this have 
been made by the Secretary of State. 

23. The staff of the prisons has now been fixed and approved by 
the Secretary of State and the Treasury, except in respect to 
schoolmasters and school-mistresses, and, exclusive of prison 
ministers but inclusive of the clerical staff referred to in the 
following paragraphs, it numbers 2,051. 

24. The cost of this staff at the recently established rates of pay, 
(calculated at the medium period of service and including uniform) 
will amount as nearly as can be reckoned to 30,000/. per annum 
less than the staff for the same number of prisoners would have 
cost formerly. 

25. We have already reported that our attention was at an early 
period directed to the introduction of a uniform system of accounts 
as being of great importance in order to ensure the control neces- 
sary for good administration. 

26. The accounts must be framed in such a manner as not only 
to fulfil the above object, but to satisfy the requirements of the Act 
we have to administer, and to conform to the requirements of the 
Acts of Parliament and the regulations of the Treasury which 
apply generally to the various departments of Government. 

27. In effecting this difficult and important change, we have had 
the advantage of the assistance of the Committee of Accounts 
referred to in our previous reports, and as their investigations con- 
vinced them of the necessity of an increase in the clerical staff of 
the prisons, and the introduction in many <;ases of a better trained 
and more skilled class of officers, the Treasury have assented to 
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have engaged. By their recommendation the system has been first 
applied to that part of the accomits which relate to cash, provisions, 
and stores, because this part involves the largest and most im- 
portant portion of the expenditure, they therefore deferred dealing 
with the accounts relating to industry and manufactures until the 
former was completed. On the Slst March last a complete stock 
account was taken in all the prisons, an operation which is neces- 
sarily the foundation of a complete check on the correctness of these 
accounts, and from this period the same account system will be in 
force as regards stores, &c. throughout all the prisons under our 
control. The Committee have now taken up the manufacturing 
nccounts, and it is hoped that before long a correct system will 
be in force in this as well as in the other branches of the depart- 
ment. 

29. It may be well here to refer to an essential difference in the 
principles on which accounts for Government departments are 
bv Parliamentary and Treasury regulation presented and those 
which have most commonly prevailed among local authorities. 

30. The system of accounts enforced in the prisons as in all 
Government departments, is framed on the very sound principle that 
the gross expenditure and cost of maintenance and administration 
should be voted by Parliament and brought to account without 
any deduction on account of receipts, and the accui'acy of these 
accounts as representing the actual issues of money by the Pay- 
master-General are provided for and checked so as to be beyond 
possibility of question by the provisions of th6 Exchequer and 
Audit and the Appropriation Act. 

31. The accounts of the cost of the prisons when under the local 
authorities were not of course regulated by any uniform principle, 
and in endeavouring for the purposes of comparison to make use 
of the accounts furnished to the Home Office for statistical pur- 
poses, the accuracy of the result is always open to question, 
bectiuse the former prison accounts were not generally furnished 
by or framed in concert with the local treasurer, but each Governor 
or prison authority furnishing the return, exercised his or their 
own judgment in many points, and framed the return in the 
manner he or they conceived to be best, and according to the 
means at their disposal. 

32. We have already referred in our Second Report to the in- 
stances in which expenses now charged to the vote for prisons were 
not formerly returned as prison expenses, and it is very necessary 
that this should be borne in mind when any comparison of cost is 
attempted. We said that — 

*' Several items of expense previously incurred on account of the prisons, and 
now no longer thrown on the local authorities, did not appear in the official 
accounts among the prison expenses. Among these may be mentioned some 
portions of the expenditure on the staflp which managed the accounts and paj'- 
ments, and in a j^reat many cases the cost of removal of prisoners, which, *^iJ^T^ 
was carried out by the police, was shown only in the police accounts." )05^1C 

33. To these may be added several others, such as : — Payments 
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Payments in connexioii with reformatories. (These will in future be 
separated from the prison expenses.) Payments to prison oflScers 
in certain cases^ formerly charged as expenses of prosecutions 
Payments for redemption of land tax ; this will of course not 
appear annually. Where certain emoluments enjoyed by officers 
have been commuted to a money payment^ expense is now shown 
which formerly did not come into account at all, or else was 
charged in a different manner to that now adopted. 

34. There is another point of importance in connexion with the 
accounts and returns which it may be well to notice. It is a 
principle laid down by the Treasury (for which the reasons are 
obvious and of which the wisdom is unquestionable), that when a 
Government department does work for another department, or 
chargeable against another Government account, the charge so made 
is not to be framed with a view to make a profit, but only to cover 
expenses incurred. The reason for this is obvious, viz. : that as such 
profit must be paid from money voted by Parliament on account 
of the department for which the work is done and would have to 
be paid into the Exchequer, Parliament in effect would be called on 
to vote a sum of money which would not be expended but be paid 
into the Exchequer. There is a special propriety in this regulation 
as regards prison labour, because the amount of the profit is neces- 
sarily of secondary importance to the object of usefully employing 
the prisoners on Government work. When, therefore, prison labour 
is employed in vorkiog or manufacturing for Government, the 
full value of the profit from the labour will not be received in cash, 
but must of necessity be estimated. 

35. An illustration may serve to render clear how this affects 
the accounts of profits received in cash. The building works 
done among the prisons during the year 1879-80 are such as 
would by contract or free labour have cost 80,181/. 12*. 9d. If that 
sum had been voted by Parliament as the estimated cost of the 
works, and they had then been executed, as they actually were, 
largely by prison labour, for which the true value should be 
charged against the vote, we should be able to show as profit 
actually received on this item alone 25,064/. lls.lOd., but Parlia- 
ment would have been called on to vote this merely in order that 
it^ might be paid into the Exchequer. As a matter of fact under 
the very proper regulation above referred to, only the sum required 
to be actually expended was voted, and we can therefore only show 
our profits as estimated, not as actually received. 
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37. It is clear therefore that the accounts of value of prisoners' 
labour must always contain a large portion which is valuation and 
not actual cash receipts. But in this respect they will not differ 
from those formerly furnished by the prisons to the Home Office, 
in which the apparent distinction which was made was not (at 
least in very many cases) at all rigidly maintained. The improve- 
ment which we trust we may now be able, by the assistance of 
the Committee of Accounts, to introduce is that of ensuring that 
the valuation shall be made on correct and uniform principles, so 
that the information afforded will be as reliable as it can be 
made. 

38. Until the Conunittee of Accounts have carried out the work 
on which they are engaged we must necessarily make use of the 
systems we have found in operation, and the returns of work are, 
therefore, framed much as they formerly were. We have, how- 
ever, directed the following rates to be adopted for the sake of 
uniformity in the valuation of the labour in certain employments 
in the service of the prison, and the rates for free labour for the 
same employments [are also given by way of comparison. It is 
probable that the rates we have assigned for prison labour are 
below rather than above the real value.

39. The remarks we have thought it advisable to make on these 
subjects tend to show that a comparison of the accounts of the 
prisons now and formerly, either in gross or under the various 
sub-heads of the expenditure, cannot be of any value without an 
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the fallacious results which might be arrived at on the subject of 
receipts from prisoners' earnings. 

41. There is also another very important and obvious considera- 
tion to be borne in mind, viz., that all alterations in the cost of 
maintaining prisons must not be attributed to any change of 
system, for a great part of the items of cost fluctuate with the 
circumstances of the year. This will be made apparent by 
observing the variations in the cost from year to year when no 
change of system had occurred to explain it; the fluctuations 
during the ten years before 1878 having been between 25/. 17^. 6rf. 
per head and 32/. 25. 10c?. per head per annum. 

42. A correct comparison of the results of the Act of 1877 as 
regards cost can be arrived at only by eliminating from the 
accounts those items which do not come equally into account in 
both cases ; and making due allowance for such circumstances as the 
fluctuations of the market price of articles of supply which create 
ft variation from year to year, independently of the changes intro- 
duced by the Act. 

43. But above all it is necessary in order to make a fair com- 
parison that time should be given for the results of the Act to 
develop themselves. Besults which are considerably affected by 
the natural but temporary effects of transition from one system to 
another cannot be taKen as a fair test of the changes and improve- 
ments which have been introduced, and the remedies applied to 
defects which have been observed cannot be expected to produce 
an instantaneous effect, but require time for their development It 
should, moreover, be borne in mind that many of such improve- 
ments and remedies as it may be intended to apply, cannot be 
conveniently effected until, in due time, opportunities offer them- 
selves, so that comparisons prematurely made may attribute to the 
operation of the Act, results which are, in reality, due only to the 
state of things which preceded the Act and even to defects which 
the Act itself was designed to remedy. 

44. Certain results, however, which are free from all these 
sources of error can easily be brought to a test, and among them 
is the cost of staff* already referred to in paragraph No. 24. 

45. As time goes on, certain other special items may be compared 
in the same way, but it is clearly useless and deceptive to treat 
the matter as if there was no source of change or variation except 
such as had been introduced by the Act, and as if it had 
been in operation a sufficient length of time to justify its results 
being considered as entirely independent of what preceded it. 

46. Although, therefore, it will be obvious from the foregoing

t There is little doubt that the expenditure on buildings and stock in the years following the 
introduction of the Prison Bill was kept down in view of the apnroaching transfer.

Payments to Roman Catholio priests 
and other additional officers were also authorised. The land tax in many of the prisons has been 
redeemed. 

47. The establishment of a uniform task of treadwheel labour 
has been canned into effect by providing that in all prisons the pri- 
soners who are subject to that labour should be so employed for 
six hours in each day, the time to be divided into two equal por- 
tionti. The speed of the wheel is regulated so that the men shall 
ascend at the rate of 32 feet in a minute, and that the distribu- 
tion of time between spells of work and intervals of rest is to be 
15 minutes on the wheel and five minutes off. 

48. We have used, and shall continue to use, our best endeavours 
to promote useful employment and profitable industry in the prisons. 
In this we have had valuable aid from the staff in our oflBce and 
from the prison oflBcers, with whose co-operation we have in 
general found every reason to be satisfied. 

49. We have continued during the past year to employ prison 
labour to as great a degree as possible in the execution of the 
necessary buildings and works. Our operations in this respect 
are somewhat hampered by the circumstance, which no doubt is a 
matter of congratulation, that good artisans do not apparently 
find their way into prisons ; and in local prisons the men do not, t 
of course, generally stav lo°S enough to learn any trade which^l^ 
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energy, and goodwill of the Governor, New cells have been added 
to various prisons, the largest work of this nature being at Hollo- 
way, where 330 cells are being added in order that the prisoners 
from the metropolis and neighbourhood may be better distributed 
than they have been hitherto ; and at Knutsford, where 287 cells 
and a central block are in course of construction, in continuation 
of improvements in the design of the prison which the local 
authorities had commenced sometime ago but had not proceeded 
with. 

50. So far as the means placed at our disposal have permitted 
we have provided tread wheels where they did not previously exist, 
making use of their labour to raise water or produce flour for the 
consumption of the prison itself and, where practicable, of those 
in the neighbourhood. 

51. The store accommodation has been improved at some prisons. 

52. At 23 prisons ovens have been provided so that they may 
make and bake the bread instead of buying it At Cold Bath Fields 
ovens for baking for the whole of the London prisons have been 
built, and the result of this change is found very satisfactory. 
We hope shortly to be able to grind the whole of the flour for 
the metropolitan prisons at this establishment, by means of the 
re-constructed treadwheel, the loss of which by fire, shortly before 
the prison was handed over to us, has been a cause of increased 
expense in providing water and flour to the amount of 1,333/. per 
annum. 

53. The cooking accommodation at several of the prisons has 
been improved. 

54. Something has been done towards removing sanitary defects, 
and to bring the prisons nearer to the standard of the day in this 
respect. A larger expenditure of funds than we have hitherto 
had at our disposal will be necessary before all that which is 
requisite can be efiocted. 

55. A considerable economy in the consumption of gas has been 
effected, amounting in some cases to 50 per cent., by the introduc- 
tion of gas regulators to reduce unnecessarily high pressure, and 
attention has also been given to economy in the consumption of 
fuel, by reducing the pressure of steam used in cooking and wash- 
ing, which has hitherto been unnecessarily high, causing a great 
waste in fuel. 

56. In connexion with the subject of buildings it is desirable to 
point out that during the past 40 years, or since the building of 
the Model Prison of Fentonville, a great deal has been done by 
local authorities to bring their prisons up to the highest standard 
of design, from a conviction that a suitable arrangement of prison 
building formed a most essential part of a good prison adminis- 
tration besides being of the first importance in ensuring the good 
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the improved discipline o£ prisons, as compared with that of 
former times has its origin largely in the same improvement. 

57. The importance of the work thus done by the localauthorities 
may be measured by the sums they expended, which for the past 
21 J years has amounted to an average of 59,125i. per annum, in 
addition to large sums raised by loans, of which the interest in 
the year 1857 amounted to 81,397?., and in the year the prisons 
were handed over to 31,822i., representing in the former year at 
5 per cent, a sum of 1,627 ,940i., and in the latter year of 636,440i., 
borrowed and not yet repaid. 

58. The result of all this is that of the 67 prisons now in the 
hands of Government 27 are completely of modem construction, 
nine nearly so, 23 partly new, and eight are still of old design and 
radically bad. The latter then remain to be improved or rebuilt by 
the Government, in order to complete the work which the local 
authorities have carried so far towards completion, and, as before 
stated, sanitary improvements which cannot be neglected still 
remain to be effected in some prisons. 

59. It is necessary also to supply apparatus for 1st class hard 
labour, and means for carrying on other modes of employment in 
prisons which are without them ; to provide and improve work- 
shops, cook-houses, wash-houses, and stores where they are defec- 
tive ; to put the arrangements for preventing or extinguishing fire 
on a more complete footing ; to provide and improve some of 
the infirmaries, besides several other works which it is not necessary 
to specify in detail. 

60. We strongly desire also to provide some or all of the oflScers 
of the prisons with suitable quarters in the vicinity of the prisons. 
The advantages of this course are very obvious, but it may be 
well to point out that this expenditure would be of a remunerative 
nature, as officers would no doubt gladly pay such rent for their 
quarters as would, especially if they were built by prison labour, 
provide a fair interest on the outlay. 

61. We are very anxious to promote the great object to which 
the efforts of all penal systems should be directed, viz., that 
of preventing crime, and of giving to prisoners who have 
been convicted, such lessons and such opportunities as may keep 
them from being convicted again, by offering to prisoners on 
discharge such assistance as may help towards this result The 
progressive stage system, among other advantages, serves the pur- 
pose of enabling prisoners to earn some small sums which will be 
of service to them when they find themselves, at the conclusion 
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62. The Metropolitan Discharged Prisoners' Relief Committee in 
a letter to the Home OflSce, dated 23rd July 1878, say that : — 

** Previous to the Prison Act, 1877, coining into operation the visitinjf justices 
of Coldbath Fields prison bad power to grant money to prisoners on their dis- 
charge, in two ways ; 1st, by givinpf to a prisoner a per-centage of the value of 
the work done by him while in prison ; 2nd, by making a grant to this society 
on behalf of the prisoner under the Act of 25 8c 26 Vict. c. 44. 

'' The special nature of the prison made it necessary for these two forms of 
relief to be kept separate." 

63. This is almost exactly descriptive of the kind of duplicate 
system by which we propose that grants shall be given through 
discharged prisoners' aid societies, in addition to the gratuities 
given for industry. 

64. The sum granted of late years by the local authorities for the 
aid of prisoners on discharge amounted on an average of the three 
years 1875-77 to 3,801/. 98. lOi, of which 1,791/. 45. 5d. was ex- 
pended through aid societies. The sum which the Treasury have 
consented to grant to prisoners assisted by aid societies is 4,000/., 
and the sum granted through the stage system, which is equally 
available to be administered through the aid societies is 6,000/. 

65. In pursuing this course and in securing the co-operation of 
aid societies, we are following the precedent of the Department of 
Convict Prisons, which so early as 1857 encouraged and availed 
itself of the services of the Roytd Society for the Aid of Discharged 
Prisoners, and has frequently borne testimony to the valuable 
results which such an agency may produce if carried on under a 
good system and judiciously administered. 

66. In the case of Westminster female prison, we are with your 
approval making grants to the Elizabeth Fry Refuge, the Refuge 
for the Destitute and the Penitents' Home, on account of prisoners 
who, on discharge, are taken care of by these institutions. 

67. The return of punishments shows a considerable decrease 
in the use of punishment cells, and also in cases of whipping and 
dietary punishments :

70. We have directed that the practice, which was followed in 
some prisons, of assembling the general body of prisoners in order to 
witness the infliction of corporal punishment should be discon- 
tinued, on the ground that no good effect is produced by it either 
on the prisoner who is punished nor on those who witness it, while 
in many cases it has the opposite result 

7 1 . Under the instructions of the Secretary of State the Committee 
of Education has been directed to try for six months in certain 
selected prisons the system they proposed for carrying on the 
education of prisoners. This they are still doing, and we are not 
at present, therefore, able to offer any further remarks on this 
subject. The return in Appendix 18 shows the school staff for 
each of the now existing prisons on the Ist of April 1878, and 
points to the probability of some considerable additions being 
necessary. 

72. A scale of pay for Eoman Catholic Priests proportioned to 

the numbers in the prisons, and founded on the recommendation 

of the " House of Commons Committee on Prison Ministers, 1870," 

having been approved by the Treasury, has been brought into 

operation. There are now paid priests at the following prisons : —

73. The death-rate is again lower than in any previous year, and 
we cannot but regard this as a substantial proof that such changes 
introduced since the prisons were transferred to us, or have 
any bearing on the health of the prisoners (the most important 
being the new diet), have been justified by their operation. As 
already reported, the staff of medical officers has been increased 
in certain prisons. 

74. Some notes by the Medical Lispector, in Appendix No. 19 
enter more fully into the subject, and contain an examination of 
the statistics of suicides, to which we referred in our last report, 
and expressed our intention of further investigating. 

75. The result of the examination of the facts connected with 
each case of suicide may, we hope, be to reduce the number of 
these unfortunate occurrences by directing attention to the occa- 
sions in which precautionary measures may be most needed. 

76. It appears that they take place most frequently among pri- 
soners who have not been tried, and in the early weeks of impri- 
sonment ; that those who have not before been in prison are more 
likely to commit this act than others; and that a consider- 
able proportion of those who lay violent hands on themselves 
have beea charged with, or convicted of, laying violent hands on 
others. 

77. In conclusion, we beg to assure you that we shall continue to 
use our best endeavours to carry out the important duties which 
have been committed to our care in such a manner as to promote 
the public welfare, and

The Committee on accounts report that the process of introducing the 
new system of accounts has been steaaily proceeded with during the past 12 
months, and there is every hope that it will come into full working order in 
the whole of the prisons during the current year. Forty-two prisons had 
been fully instructed by the 31st March last, and in most of these the system 
as regards stores and cash was fully established on that date. Besides this, in 
nine of the prisons (including the largest prisons in the country, viz., Cold- 
bath Fields, Wakefield, Strangeways, Liverpool, Warwick, Wandsworth, Kirk- 
dale, and Westminster), the new method, as applied to manufacturing accounts, 
has already been undertaken and works well, while the same system will 
shortly be extended to all. 

In order to give full effect to these very considerable changes, it has been 
necessary to thoroughly re-organise and readjust the clerical staff throughout the 
prisons. This has been no small task. It must be borne in mind that even under 
the old regime the clerical duties in the local prisons were very varied, and at 
times really severe. The ordinary daily routine of the prison, the daily recep- 
tions and discharges (always numerous, seeing thai the bulk of the sentences 
were for short terms), the frequent preparation of calendars for sessions and 
assizes, all these and cognate labours invariably threw a large and constant 
amount of work upon the clerks. But to these were now superadded, 
under the new system, a number of financial operations which had previously 
been conducted mainly by the local authorities outside and beyond the prison. 
With the transfer of the prisons to the State it was obviouslv impossible for 
county and borough treasurers and others to concern themselves with prison 
accounts. These having now to do solely with the public Exchequer could 
only be dealt with by officials responsible to the Prison Commissioners. 
They must, moreover, be made to conform in every way to the Acts of Parlia- 
ment which provide for the due accounting of pubfic monies by public depart- 
ments. As the natural consequence to meet the increased demand upon 
their services, it became indispensable in certain cases to augment the clerical 
staff. Moreover, as the new duties were of a kind to reauire a higher 
standard of skiU and intelligence, and to throw greater responsioility upon the 
clerks, we felt it right to reconunend certain augmentations of salary also, 
which Her Mjyesty's Treasury, admitting the necessity thereof, have readily 
approved. But in one instance it may be remarked, we were able to proceed 
in quite the opposite direction, and at Wakefield so consolidated and reduced 
the clerical staff as to effect a saving in salaries paid of 1,034/. 8^. 3d. per 
annum. 

For the reasons already set forth it was also necessary to exercise the 
greatest care in the selection of those charged with the superior clerical and 
Inancial functions of the prisons. With this object in view we have in all 
cases closely inquired into the qualifications of individuals, and have endea- 
voured to recommend none but those who were presumably competent for the 
charge. Where any doubt existed we have caused efficiency to be tested by a 
board of examination composed of practical experts, and we have suggested 
that the nomination should be temporary only, and pending further evidence 
of fitness. We have also sought to educate, and bring on as rapidly as possible, 
the most promising persons in the junior grades. 'Ais is necessarily a process 
requiring time ana close attention, but we have reason to hope that there will 
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prove that the successful competitors come up to a hir standard of educational 
proficiency. 

Now that the clerical personnel has been established on a thoroughly sound 
footing, many improved arrangements have been generally introduced. A 
much closer supervision has been estabhshed over receipts, and issues, and the 
general custody of stores. All food issues are now governed by a complete 
system of diet tickets or requisitions, which was long carefully experimented 
upon before its final adoption. The practice previously had been nearly eveiy- 
wnere faulty and unsatisfactory. The cook at many prisons demanded from 
the storekeeper what quantities he thought fit, without any intermediate checks, 
or the production of vouchers, to justify the number of rations required. In 
other prisons the cook was himself storekeeper, and drew upon his food stores 
just as he pleased. By the new system the lists of diets required originate 
with the discipline officers in charge of wards. They are then passed through a 
superior officer to the storekeeper, who checks demands, calculates quantities, 
and issues the latter, in kind, to the cook. The storekeeper is thus respon- 
sible for all issues and for the proper record of the same, while the cook has 
only to produce the right number of rations at each meal. Stock takings, 
which were once very rare if not altogether unknown, are now periodical, and 
afford an excellent guarantee that all issues are limited to scales authorised as 
strictly necessary, while the monthly boards of survey and condemnation, 
which are now universal, act also to prevent any undue waste. Again, the 
available store accommodation has been carefully revised, and where necessary 
re-arranged, so as to promote system and increased efficiency in workinff. 
As regards trade, a broad plan ha^ been proposed of 'grouping together lUl 
manu&ctured goods at certain central points, which will put an end to 
the unsatisfactory practice of small retail sales, hitherto far too commonly 
in vogue. A general system of purchasing the raw material for certain special 
industries has also been set on foot ana promises to work well. On the 
whole there is every reason to hope that the new svstem as regards manufao 
tures, which has not as yet been so^fully tried as tnat which anplies to stores, 
will be fully introduced within the next few months, and will be found to be 
equally efficient and successful. 

At least one advantage may confidently be expected [to follow the* general 
adoption of this other branch of the new system. It will now be possible to 
arrive at a correct opinion as to the value of the results obtained. This 
has been hitherto prevented by the absence of really trustworUiy data. 
The figures given oy prisons in past years as representing the receipts 
from prisoners' earnings were variously obtained. Tney were based upon no 
uniform principle, and were frequently such as might lead to veir fallacious 
inferences. Many curious instances might be adduced of this, but it may 
suffice to quote two or three. In one prison the payments for manufacturing 
materials appear among the sums expended upon " new buildings, alterations, 
&c.," and could not be distinguished from them. On the other side, the total 
gross sum obtained from sale of manufactures was shewn under two heads, 
"profit of prisoners' labour," and "other small contingent receipts," ^e 
proportion assigned to the former being altogether an arbitrary valuation. In 
another prison the sum stated as " profits " was merely an estimate made by 
the storekeeper, who had assumed that certain trades had produced certain 
profits, while it is confidently believed by those who have since examined the 
books that the real results were yery different from those thus arbitrarily stated. 
In a third prison, the labour of prisoners in cleaning the prison, and work of 
that nature, was charged as an expense of maintaining the prison ; the expense 
was represented by a cheque paid annually to the governor, but never

Notes on Works, 1879-80. 

Cells. 

During the past year 71 cells have been added to Northampton Upper 
Prison. 

Additions of 64 cells have been made at Nottingham, and 60 at Lincoln. 

Additions have been begun and are well advanced at Knutsford, where 
the reconstruction of the old block begun during the previous vear has been 
continued, and a central block erected to unify supervision of the various 
prisons formerly detached. These works will give an addition of 28/ cells. 

At Leeds about 97 cells have been constructed. 

The work of reconstruction has been begun at Dorchester and Ipswich, at 
each of which prisons one new block has been nearly finished. In both these 
cases the accommodation is so faulty as to be quite unsuitable, and the 
source of continual reports. At Ipswich about 500 feet of boundary wall 
has been built. 

By slight alterations at various other prisons about 130 cells have been 
added to the general total. 

Chapels. 

The work of opening out the seats in the prison chapels has been con- 
tinued, and now the " boxes " have been removed from the chapels, except only 
at Usk, where the work is in progress, but not quite completed. Nine 
prisons have been dealt with in this way, and at several a good deal has been 
done by cleaning and colouring to improve the appearance of the prison chapels. 

Gas. 

An examination of the pressures of gas at the various prisons has been 
made, and when the pressures were high much expenditiure has been un- 
doubtedly saved by the introduction of regulators. These regulators have 
been applied at 15 prisons, and in some of them a saving has been reported 
of 50 per cent, of gas. 

This work is still being carried on, and will be undertaken as means 
become available. 

Ovens. 

Twenty-three ovens have been built for the purpose of enabling bread to be 
baked at everv prison. In London it is proposed to bake at Coldbath Fields 
for the other London prisons, and the new bakery has been for some time in 
operation with satisfactory results. 

Cooking. 

The new kitchens begim last year at Manchester and Leeds have been 
conspleted, and considerable improvements have been made in the kitchens 
at Carlisle, Kendal, Lancaster, and Shrewsbury prisons. Works are in pro- 
gress at Spalding and York for enlarging the kitchens at those prisons^ where 
the want of accommodation has been a cause of great complaint. 

Sanitary Services. 

In many, indeed all of the prisons, it was found that much had to be done 
to bring the sanitary state of the prisons up to the requirements of the day. 
Want of funds has prevented a general improvement being made, but in some 
of the worst cases a beginning has been made. At Aylesburv. Cambridge, t 
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Appendix No. 18.

Notes by the Medical Inspector. 

The death rate in the local prisons during the year ended Slat March 1880, 
while less than that of any jingle year, with the exception of 1874, or the average 
of any group of years, prior to the date on which the prisons came under the 
control of the Conunissioners, was slightly higher than the rate for the year 
ended 31st March 1879. During that year, the total number of deaths from 
natural causes was 168, giving a ratio of 8*4 per 1,000 of the daily average 
population. The number of deaths from natural causes during the year just 
ended was 178,* giving a ratio per 1,000 of 8*9. Considering the exceptional 
severity of the past two winters, and the well known tendency of continued low 
temperatures to increase death rates, it is somewhat remarkable that the 
mortality in the prisons generally during the two years 1878-79 and 1879-80 
should compare favourably with that of previous years, and the more so 
inasmuch as the comparatively low death rate of those years cannot be ascribed 
to a participation in a reduction of the general death rate of the kingdom. 
This is sufficiently shown by the following figures : —

The numerous measures having a direct bearing upon the health of the 
prisoners adopted and put into force at different times by the Commissioners 
have been severely tested, and the result, as gauged by sickness and mortality, 
cannot be regarded as otherwise than highly satisfactory. 

In the last report it was shown that during the year ended 31 st March 1879 
the deaths from phthisis and haemoptysis (spitting of blood) were 47 in number, 
or 28*5 per cent, of the total number of deaths from natural causes, and it was 
remarkea that this number, low as it was, " was probably capable of some re- 
duction." The returns for the past year tend to show that this anticipation 
was not without justification, the number of deaths from these causes having 
been only 42, or five less than during the previous year. Deaths returned 
under the heading of " phthisis and haemoptysis " may be practically regarded 
as deaths from pulmonary consumption. The fact that only 42 deaths from 
this cause should have occurred in 12 months in the whole of the local prisons 
of England and Wales seems to deserve attention, and is, I think, one on which 
the Commissioners and the public may be congratulated. 

In modem works on the practice of medicine it is still common to find 
"prison fever" and **gaol fever" amons the synonyms of lyphus fever, 
because these are among the places ** in which it most commonly prevails." 
There was no case of typhus fever in any prison during the year under report, 
and as the occurrence of such a case in prison is so rare as to be phenomenal, 
I think it well to point out that the terms to which I have drawn attention 
are in the nature of anachronisms. Of enteric or typhoid fever there were 
only three fatal cases, all of them believed to have been imported, and there 
were but two fatal cases of the other diseases classed as continued fevers. As 
a further indication of the sanitary condition of the prisons, it may be men- 
tioned that there was not a single death from erysipelas or scarlet fever. 
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The deaths by suicide were ^ye less than in the previous year, and rather 
more than two less than the average of the previous five years. 

An examination of the death rates in prisons during the year ended 3 1st 
March 1879, with reference to their size, resulted in the discovery that in that 
year, taking one prison with another, the greatest number of deaths, propor- 
tionally to population, occurred in the small prisons. In the 12 prisons with 
populations exceeding 600 there were 86 deaths, giving a ratio of S'5 per 1,000. 
In the 42 prisons ^vith average populations of less than 200 there were 46 
deaths, giving a ratio of 9*1 per 1,000. This difference was considered to be at 
least partially explained by tne superior organisation of large prisons, as com- 
pared with that of prisons with very small populations, inasmuch as that 
superiority tells in the management and treatment of the sick as well as in all 
other departments of prison administration. The statistics of the past year 
tend to confirm that opinion in a striking manner. In the 12 prisons with 
average populations exceeding 500 there were 74 deaths, giving a ratio of only 
7'4 per 1,000, or 1*1 per 1,000 less than that of the previous year, and 1*5 per 
1,000 less than the general prison death rate of the past year. In the 38 
prisons with average populations of less than 200 there were 47 deaths, gi%'ing 
a ratio of 10*1 per 1,000, or 2*7 per 1,000 more than the rate in prisons with 
populations exceeding 500. It would seem to follow from this that if the whole 
prison population could be housed in large prisons, small prisons being abolished, 
the annual number of deaths would be reduced by as much as 2 or 3 per 1,000. 
A reduction in the death rate of any population is [an indication of a pro- 
portional reduction of sickness, and this again of a corresponding improvement 
m general health and physical condition. This is no doubt a proposition which 
is 'elementary and self-evident ; nevertheless, it may perhaps be questioned 
whether it always receives the attention which it deserves. 

The Commissioners referred in their report of last year to the fact that during 
the five years and a half ended 31st March 1879 the number of persons who 
conmiitted suicide in the local prisons, with an average population of 20,000, was 
81, while the number in the convict prisons during the same period, with an 
average population in round numbers of 10,000, was only 10. They added 
that the subject was one which required and would undergo careful in- 
vestigation, and they accordingly addressed a circular to the governors, 
medical officers, and chaplains of the local prisons, enclosing forms to be filled 
up, with the object of discovering the conditions or influences in special 
relation with the attempts at suicide which had been made in the prisons under 
their care. It was thought that if these conditions or influences could be 
ascertained, some steps might be taken by which they would be at least par- 
tially neutralised, witn the result of proportionately diminishing the number of 
attempts at self destruction.

The tendency to commit suicide is much greater during the first week of 
imprisonment than at any subsequent period. When the above table is con- 
sidered in conjunction with the two facts, firstly, that no prisoners committed 
suicide who had been more than 12 months in prison, and secondly, that the 
number of suicides in local prisons during the period under examination was, 
relatively to population, about four times that of convicts undergoing penal ser- 
vitude, it may be inferred that the temptation to conmiit suicide becomes 
weaker, and that the danger of yielding to the temptation diminishes with length 
of time in prison. Possibly a prolonged acquaintance with the interior of a 
modem prison may in many cases have the eflPect of quieting apprehensions 
and depriving imprisonment of imaginary terrors. 

One of the circumstances which will account for the large proportion of suicides 
within the first few weeks or months of imprisonment is the fact that many of 
those who destroyed themselves were waiting for trial, or were on remand, and 
had not yet received sentence. The number of those who were on remand, 
waiting for trial, and undergoing sentences, respectively, is shown in the next 
table.

The number of prisoners under remand and waiting for trial, taken to- 
gether, was 28, or 34^ per cent, of those who committed suicide, while 53, 
or 65^ per cent., were undergoing sentence. These numbers of 34 J and 
65^ are not in proportion to the numbers of persons waiting for trial, or 
under remand, and undergoing sentence, and it is therefore advisable to state 
what was the average number during the period under review of the two 
classes of inmates, that is to say, of those who were and those who were not 
yet undergoing sentence. 

Annroximate annual averacre number of nrisoners under 
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suicides than the larger numher undergoing sentence^ and this is not in 
any respect a surprising result of the inquiry. It is a result for which the 
Commissioners are prepared by the discovery, referred to in their second 
report, that more suicides occurred in the course of 5) years in the Clerken- 
well House of Detention, with an average population of about 281, than in 
Coldbath Fields Prison, with an average population of 1,747- Moreover, it is 
antecedently probable that persons suffering ^om suspense and anxiety as to 
the issue of the trial which awaits them would be more liable to lay violent 
hands upon themselves than those whose uncertainty has been set at rest by 
the verdict of the jury and sentence of the judge. 

The only other point to which it is here desired to draw attention is 
the curious fact that, out of an average number of 1,712 persons sentenced 
to penal servitude and awaiting removal from the local prisons to the penal 
servitude or convict prisons, as many as nine committed suicide during the 
five years ended March 31, 1879, while, as before shown, only 10 of the 
average population of 10,000 actually in the convict prisons committed suicide 
during the same period. The only explanation of these figures would appear 
to be that penal servitude is much dreaded, by reason of its effect upon the 
imagination, while the fears which it inspires are not found to be justified by 
actual experience. 

An analysis of the returns as to the previous occupations and con\'ictions of 
the prisoners who committed suicide has been attenaed with the results shown 
in the following tables.

The above figures indicate that those who are capable of violence to others 
are specially prone to be violent to themselves, and it may be gathered from 
this that their violence is at least in some degree the outward manifestation 
of an inherent constitutional peculiarity which is part of their nature. The 
actual number of suicides by persons who had committed simple robbery is 
greater, but the proportional number is probably less. 

With the exception of forgery and embezzlement, the crimes stated in the 
table are not those that would be likely to be committed by persons of educa- 
tion, and the table, therefore, so far as it goes, tends to indicate that such 
persons tolerate imprisonment better than is generally supposed. 

The Commissioners decided to avail themselves as far as possible of the 
knowledge possessed by the governors and chaplains of the character and dis- 
position of the prisoners individually, by incluaing in the circular a question 
as to the " supposed motive " for committing suicide, and it was anticipated 
that this question would evoke some information which would be usehil as 
indicating some of the precautions which should be taken with the object of 
preventing attempts at self-destruction. In nearly half the cases, however, 
th« Answer i« ** not known." and the Commissioners are thewrfore to ftomA 
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journal. In three of the five cases at Preston the governor's answer to the same 
question is, " Can't tell ;" while in four cases the chaplain assigns respectively, 
" shame," " dread of imprisonment," ** domestic troubles," and " despondency" 
as the motives. At Wakefield, the governor can assign a motive only in one 
case, while the chaplain can give no information as to motive in three cases. It 
appears to me, subject to correction, that the ability to assign or suppose some 
motive in cases in which there is a tendency to suicide, and the power of 
taking effectual precautions to neutralise the motive, bear a relation to each 
other which is of importance in practice.

It vnU be seen that of the motives or causes assigned in this table, those 
grouped under the heading of "Fear "were the most influential. Attention 
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from consciousness of guilt as from the consequences of discovery. Two cases 
only can be ascribed to unsoundness of mind, although in nearly every instance 
of suicide in prison the verdict of the coroner's jury is ** conunitted suicide 
" while in a state of temporary insanity." 

Reference has already been made to the results of a comparison of the local 
prisons with the convict prisons in reference to attempts at suicide. The 
Commissioners deemed it advisable also to compare local prisons with military 
prisons, and to that end the governor of Millbank Prison, which, until quite 
recently, was the chief dep6t for military prisoners, was desired to furnish the 
daily average number of prisoners and the annual number of suicides for 
the six years 1873^, inclusive. The result is stated below : —

If the suicides among the militaiy prisoners had been proportionallv as 
numerous as among the inmates of the local prisons, the number would have 
been 2*30 instead of the solitary instance which appears in the table. It 
should be mentioned that in respect of sentences, discipline, labour, diet, and 
conditions generally, the military prisoners and the inmates of local prisons 
are placed under circumstances which render them closely comparable one with 
the other. 

The chief results of the inquiry into the suicides in local prisons diuring the 
five years and a half ending the 31 st March 1879 may oe summaris^ as 
follows : — 

1. That the tendency to commit suicide is greater during the first week of 

imprisonment than at any subsequent period. 

2. That persons under remand or waiting for trial are more liable to commit 

suicide than those who have received sentence. 

3. That habitual criminals are less liable to commit suicide than persons 

who are in prison for the first time. 

4. That such depression and discomfort as may result from the infliction of 

punishment for breaches of prison discipline have but little efiPect in 
inducing attempts at self-destruction. 

5. That persons who are capable of violence to others are specially prone to 

be violent to themselves. 

6. That fear, and especially the fear of penal servitude, is the most influential 

of the motives to suicide. 

7. That persons sentenced to penal servitude show a greater tendency to 

commit suicide in the interval between receiving sentence and removal 
to convict prisons than at any time afterwards.

AYLESBURY PRISON. 



Hard labour, Ist class, is enforced by use of a tread-wheel, employing 24 
prisoners, hand corn mills, and a crank pump. 

Industrial labour consists of mat-making, weaving, tailoring, picking 
coir, &c. 

1'he conduct of the officers has, on the whole, been satisfactory. Three 
male officers were fined and six reprimanded for slight breaches of discipline, 
llie remainder ha%e been attentive, and considering the numerous changes 
made in the stafP during the year, discipline has been fairly maintained. 

There was a murderous assault made by a prisoner on an officer, for which 
the former was sentenced to penal servitude for life. Two other military 
prisoners were sentenced to corporal punishment for insubordination. These 
were the only serious offences, and are comparatively few, considering the 
large number of military prisoners dischargea from the army with disgrace 
who are sent to this prison. 

The sanitary condition is excellent, the diet sufficient, no prisoners having 
been placed on extra diet ; the bedding and clothing the same. 

The chapel services have been regularly performed, and there have been 
three celebrations of Holy Communion. 

The mark system has been fully carried out, and works well. 

There is evidence of there having been a " Prisoners* Aid Society " in 
connexion with this prison, and there are funds, but there is at present no 
recognised official to carry on the work.

BEDFORD PRISON. 

Hard labour of the Ist class is carried out in this prison bj means of cranks, 
task being 14,000 revolutions ; and 2nd class labour is carried out by means 
of mat-making, picking oakum, and other work about the prison. 

The stage system has worked well ; the governor strongly urges its extension 
to prisoners sentenced to a month and less. 

The conduct of the ofiicers has been good ; four have resigned during the 
year, and others have been appointed in their places. 

The conduct of the prisoners has, with very few exceptions, been good. 
There have been three cases of assault, for which corporal punishment was 
awarded. 

A new oven has been erected, and bread for prison use is now baked in the

tliat the clothing and bedding have been good and sufficient. With the excep- 
tion of the flour on one occasion having been found unfit for use, when it was 
immediately changed, the food has been good.

The chaplain reports that dail^ prayers have been read and the usual services 
held, and that the instruction given to the prisoners by the schoolmaster is 
flatisfiftctory.

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BIRMINGHAM PRISON. 

Hard labour of Ist dass is at present enforced by stone-breaking, the 
amount of which is tasked, and a crank pump, the handles of which are 
balanced and fitted with ratchets. 

A tread-wheel is being erected which will employ 60 prisoners, with 40 to 
relieve, and will be utilised for grinding wheat. 

llie conduct of the officers generally has been very satisfSsustory. Twelve 
have been fined for minor offences, and one fined and placed on probation for 
neglect of duty on two occasions. 

The conduct of the prisoners has much improved, and the punishments 
necessary have very considerably decreased. The discipline, order, and 
efficiency of the prison are most satisfactory. 

Following the example set by the magistrates previous to the transfer of the 
prison, the basements have been opened out> and many cells added to the 
accommodation. Store rooms have also been erected, and the chapel has been 
entirely re-arranged, open seats being substituted for the closed boxes, all the 
male prisoners placed on the floor, and a gallery erected for the females. The 
chaplain reports that the change seems to be apprecia-ted by the prisoners, 
whose behaviour is most exemj)lary. During the alterations there were no 
celebrations of Holy Communion, which have otherwise been regularly held, 
and will now continue to be so. 

The new system of scholastic teaching is being tried here, and the chaplain 
anticipates good results, and that it prol)ably will meet all requirements. 

The surgeon reports the sanitary condition of the prison to be generally 
good, and the diet sufficient, except in 26 cases, where extra food was 
issued. 

The mark system has been strictly carried out, and works well and satis- 
factorily. 

The prison has been inspected regularly each month. Both officers and 
prisoners have on each occasion had opportunity of making complaints or 
applications to the inspector. The buildings, books, food, bedding, and clothing 
have been examined ; the rewards and punishments of the prisoners carefully 
seen to ; and every inquiry instituted which could tend to the maintenance 
of good order and efficiency.

BRISTOL PRISON. 

Hard labour of the 1st class consists of a tread-wheel for 20 prisoners, 
which pumps water for the use of the prison. 

Great difficulties have been experienced in finding suitable labour for the 
prisoners. The construction of the prison is against many trades, and none of 
the cells being artificially lighted materially lessens the hours in winter during 
which the prisoners can be employed. 

Sack making and repairing have been tried, but in the former case the sacks 
can only be disposed of at a loss, and the latter work had to be given up in 
consequence of the vermin introduced into the prison in the sacks. 

Ships' fenders have also been made, but the governor has failed as yet to 
find any sale for them. 

The officers have been attentive to their duties. 

The prisoners have been generally well behaved. 

The dietaries have been sufficient and good, as also has the clothing. 

The articles supplied by the contractors have been good. 

Seventeen cells nave been added to the accommodation of the prison by 
dividing some large rooms. 

The chapel has been altered bv the boxes being removed. 

The mane system works well. The governor states that those prisoners 
entitled to earn marks rarely get reported ; breaches of discipline being com- 
mitted by short-sentence prisoners. 

The cnaplain reads praters dail^, and holds two services on Sundays, besides 
constantly visiting the prisoners in their cells. 

The surgeon reports that the health of the prisoners has been good, and 
that tiiere has been no epidemic disease during the past year.

Hard labour of the 1st class was, up to December, carried on by the tread- 
wheel, which was used for pumping water. The means of enforcing 1st class 
labour were up to that time sufficient. Since December five cell cranks and 
working the circular saw for cutting firewood have been the only means in use of 
enforcing 1st class labour, because in December the brickwork of the deep well 
suddenly collapsed, the wheel-house over the well gave way, and of course the 
wheel became useless. Second class labour is carried out by cutting and 
bundling firewood, of which there is a large sale. Mats and matting are also 
made and readily disposed of. A large number of prisoners have also been 
employed in clearing out and rebuilding the fallen well.

CANTERBURY PRISON. 

Hard labour, Ist class, consists of tread- wheel for pumping water, cranks, 
and field labour. Hard labour, 2nd class, shoemaking and repairing, tailoring, 
bricklaying, carpentering, painting, smiths' and fitters' work, mat making, 
washing, cleaning, cooking, nursing, &c. 

The conduct of the officers has been good ; they have been diligent and 
competent in the performance of their duties. 

l^e prisoners have been well conducted, obedient, and industrious with but 
few exceptions, and there has been a large decrease in the number of prison 
punishments. 

The goods and materials supplied by the contractors have been good in 
quality and correct in weight. 

Two wings, one for 68 males, the other for 20 females, are being added to 
the prison. A portion of the skilled labour required on the new buildings is 
performed under contract, the remainder of the work is done by prison 
labour. 

The old portion of the prison is in good repair. The sanitary defects have 
been remedied by the removal of the waterclosets from the cells, a dry earth 
closet having been placed in each landing. 

Divine service has been performed as follows: — Morning prayer daily; 
morning and evening services on Sundays, Good Friday, and Christmas Day ; 
and secular instruction has been given to 322 prisoners by the schoolmaster, 
who visits them in their cells. 

The surgeon states that no epidemic disease has occurred, that the earth 
closet svstem lately introduced in lieu of the previous defective arterial system 
works iairly. The food and clothing have been good, and the temperature well 
maintained. During the year there have been 368 cases of slight indis- 
position ; 29 cases required treatment in hospital, and there was one case of 
insanity. No death occurred.

Hard labour of the let class is carried out by means of a tread-wheel, which 
accommodates 42 prisoners, but the construction of the Wheel-house and the 
general arrangements are so bad that in warm weather it is constantly necessary 
to relieve the prisoners from this labour. 

The conduct of the officers has been good, and they are reported to have 
performed their duties satisfactorily. 

The conduct of the prisoners, with a few exceptions, has been good. 

The oualitv of the food supplied to the prisoners has been satisfactory, and 
the clotning nas been eood. 

The gooib, &c. supplied by the contractors have been found good, and equal 
to sample. 

The mark system is reported by the governor to work weU, and to greatly 
assist in mainlining discipline. 

A new matron (Miss Edwards, from Wandsworth Prison) was appointed in

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CARLISLE PRISON. 

Labour of the Ist class consists of the tread-wheel, which accommodates 
32 prisoners, and stone-breaking, carried out in 14 sheds or stalls, holdinfir that 
number of men. 

The conduct of the officers, with one or two exceptions, has been generally 
good, and thej have been zealous and faithful in the discharge of their 
duties, and the prisoners have behaved in a most orderly manner. 

The governor is of opinion that the mark system works satisfactorily, and is 
still regarded by well-conducted prisoners as a boon. 

The quality of the provisions supplied has been satisfactory, and the clothing 
and general stores were good. 

During the past year several improvements have been carried out throughout 
this prison ; six windows in the court house, looking into the prison yards, 
have been built up. No. 1 kitchen has been enlarged by taking in two passages 
tormerly used as lumber places, a new oven has been erected, and bread for 
the prisoners is now baked, and not purchased in the town as formerly, the 
bmlers and coppers in No. 2, or old kitchen, have been thoroughly examined 
and put into a good state of repair, which was much needed in consequence of 
long neglect. The drains from this kitchen were in a bad state, as also the 
floor ; both have now been repaired. A new slop stone has been fixed, and 
also a convenient receptacle for collecting the condensed water. Four rooms 
near No. 2 kitchen, two of which had the windows out, and were only used 
for lumber, have been put in order and made fit for clothing and general 
stores. The practice of taking prisoners to the stone-yard past the front lodge 
has been discontinued, and a doorway made at the station end of the wheel- 
yard, by which prisoners can now go to the stone-yard in less time and 
without being seen, as formerly, by strangers coming to the prison on business. 
The gatekeeper's old private room has been converted into an office and waiting 
room, and an old reception and bath room have been turned into more con- 
venient quarters for the gatekeeper. The cleaning and whitewashing of the 
large central hall have &en this year done by prisoners. Formerly it was 
considered necessaj^ to have this performed by hired labour, there being much 
work in fixing 8cam)lding, &c. 

The health of the prisoners has during the past year been good. No 
epidemic has occurred, and the niunber of serious cases has been small, only 
one death having occurred during the year, from phthisis. 

The chaplain reported that through the kindness of the visiting committee 
and their mends, an American organ has replaced the inferior instrument (a 
barrel organ) previously in use, and by the introduction of more suitable hymns 
and tunes, and the chanting of the canticles, the services have been very mate- 
rially brightened. Secular instruction was duly given to such prisoners, male 
and female, as were privileged and willing to receive it. 

This prison is being gradually more and more surrounded by high houses, 
from the windows of which it is difficult to keep from view the various yards, 
&c. of the prison.

Hard labour of the 1st class consists of a tread-wheel for 19 prisoners^ which 
pumps water for prison use. 

The conduct of the officers has been, with one exception, satisfS&ctory. 

The conduct of the prisoners has been good.) 

The dietary has been good and sufficient. The clothing is sufficient, but is 
wanting in uniformity, a great quantity having been received from neighbour- 
ing abolished prisons. 

The goods, &c., supplied by contractors have been good. 

The governor speaks fietvourably of the working of the mark system, which 
he states he finds an incentive to industry and good behaviour, and he only 
regrets that it does not apply to prisoners of shorter sentences than a month, 
they being usually of the poorest class, to whom the smallest sum on dischufge 
would be a consideration. 

The chaplain performs a daily service, and two on Sundays, besides visiting 
each prisoner constantly in his cell. 

The surgeon reports that the health of the prisoners has been good, that 
there has been no epidemic, and that the sanitary state of the prison is 
€zcellent.

Hard labour is carried out by weaving with heavy beaters and stone-break- 
ing. The crank mills for grinding Indian com are worn out, and there are 
consequently not sufficient means of enforcing let class bard labour. The 
tread-wheel lately removed to Carnarvon from one of the discontinued prisons, 
has not yet been put up. 

The conduct of the officers has been good, and the prisoners generally have 
behaved well. 

ITie materials and provisions supplied by the contractors are reported to 
have been good. 

One cell has been added to the accommodation in the men's prison, and 
three stone sheds have been built by prison labour. An oven has also been 
made in the kitchen, and alterations completed by which the baking and 
cooking are now entirely done by the female prisoners. This arrangement is

CHELMSFORD PRISON. 

Hard labour of the 1st class is carried out by means of tread* wheel and 
cranks combined, employing 88 men at one time. Water is pumped for the 
prison also for the police station, for which a payment of 6/. is made by the 
county. 

Hard labour of the 2nd class is enforced by mat-making and fibre picking. 

The conduct of the officers has been perfectly satisfactory. The only change 
in the staff has been the retirement, after a lengthened service, of the deputy 
goyemor, and the appointment of a clerk, by whom the new system of accounts 
has been introduced. 

The conduct df the prisoners has been generally good. 

The daily average number of prisoners during the year has been 244 males, 
23 females ; 104 military prisoners were received during the year. 

The closets have been removed from all the cells, and the dry earth system 
has been brought into use ; this has answered well, and the presence of sewer 
ffas in the prison, which used to be such a very frequent cause of annoyance, 
has been avoided. An oven has been built, and alL the bread for prison use is 
baked in the prison. 

The stage system continues to work satisfactorily. 

The chaplain has held the usual services on Sundays, and read prayers 
daily. The schoolmaster was employed giving instruction from cell to cell two 
hours each evening. 

The surgeon reports that the health of the prisoners has been generally 
satisfisctory ; there was one death, no case of insanity after admission, and no 
pardon on medical grounds. 

The clothing and bedding have been sufficient and the food good. 

The supply of materials has been satisfactory.

CHESTER PRISON. 



Hard labour of the let class consists of cranks, and pumping water, weaving, 
matting, &c. ; 16 men are employed on the cranks for sawing wood, which is 
prepared into bundles for sale as firewood; the net profits of this labour 
cunng the year amounted to 251/. Ss. When the numbers are in excess of the 
above requirements shot drill is resorted to. 

The governor reported that the conduct of the officers has been satisfactoiy, 
with the exception of one, who was allowed to resign. 

The prisoners have behaved, mih few exceptions, in an orderly manner. 

The dietaries were good and sufficient ; the old clothing, which is much 
worn, was still in use, but demands had been approved for some new suits. 

The materials supplied by the contractors have been satisfactory. 

Owing to the removal of the long term prisoners to other prisons there is a 
slight reduction in the profits from productive labour as compared with former 
years. Since 1st January 1880 the supply of bread has been baked in. the 
prison, an oven having been built for that purpose. 

The staff has been completed by the addition of a warder to act as artisan.

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CLE RKEN WELL PRISON. 

The inmates of this prison being chiefly prisoners before trial, &c., there is 
no hard labour of the 1st class. There nave been a few convicted criminal 
prisoners admitted as transfers from other prisons, but such prisoners have 
passed through the first stage, and have been employed while in this prison 
at oakum pickings cleaning, &c. 

The conduct of the officers has been satisfactory, and, as a rule, the prisoners 
have been well conducted. 

The provisions have been good in quality and sufficient in quantity, as were 
also the clothing and bedding. The supplies from the contractors have been 
satisfactory. 

The only alteration in the building has been the enlargement of the clerk's 
office, by throwing into it a vacant adjoining space and one cell of the female 
prison, the work being performed by prison labour. 

The great majority of the prisoners being unconvicted, the mark system is 
not applied to them ; where it has been in use amongst the few convicted 
criminals it has worked satisfactorily. 

The chaplain reports that Divine Service has been daily and duly performed, 
with the exception of the omission of the usual daily sermons dunng the time 
that the chapel was being cleaned and painted. 

A Scripture reader has been apnointed during the ^ear, who performs his 
duty with zeal and efficiency. A daily class of instruction for boys is now in 
operation. 

A large number of females have been induced to enter homes and other 
institutions in the course of the year, and in many cases this has been of 
abiding good. 

The surgeon reports very favourably as to the sanitary condition of the 
prison throughout, and that the health of the prisoners has been very 
satisfactory.

COLDBATH FIELDS PRISON. 



The tread-wheels having been burned down and not yet reconstructed there 
are at present no appliances for carr3ring out hard labour of the Ist class. 

Prisoners are employed at oakum and coir picking, mat-making, basket 
making, tailoring, shoemaking, carpentry, smith's work, baking, sorting 
paper, and other handycrafts. 

Shot drill has been introduced as penal labour foi* prisoners reported for 
repj^ted idleness. 

The conduct of the officers has been good, with the exception of one officer, 
who was dismissed. 

The conduct of the prisoners has been generally good. 

The mark system has worked satisfactorily. 

The materials and provisions supplied by the contractors have been good. 

The following alterations and new buildings have taken place, viz., erecting 
a new bakehouse and bread store. 

Alterations in Rcynan Catholic chapel and various minor works executed by 
prison labour.

The use of the old uncertified building known as the misdemeanant prison, 
containing nearly 400 cells, was discontinued, last winter, and the block is now 
in process of demolition. The new tread-wheel and flour mill will be erected 
on its site. 

The usual duties of the chaplain's department have been performed uninter- 
ruptedly during the jear, moniing prayers daily, with a short address on 
Wednesdays and Fridays. Divine service on Sundays, Good Friday, and 
Christmas Day, morning and afternoon, with a sermon at both services. The 
Holy Communion has oeen celebrated monthly, and on the ^reat Sunday 
festivals. The sick have been daily visited, prisoners in punishment cells 
receiving special attention; and constant opportunity has been offered to all 
of private instruction and advice. Each uneducated prisoner, who iq not 
above 21 years of age, as far as the room in the school permits, receives on an 
average one hour's secular instruction daily, the prisoners being collected 
in class ; the teaching is quite elementary. 

The surgeon reports that the health of the prisoners during the year was 
extremely good ; that the diet, except in a few cases of old and feeole men, 
who required a better diet than No. 1, has been quite sufficient ; and that the 
clothing has also been sufficient. Great care has been taken that prisoners 
should DC employed only at such labour as they were physically equal to. 

Seventeen deaths have occurred, including one case of suicide. 

The prison has been quite tree from fever or other infectious diseases. The 
daily average number of prisoners was 1,664. The number treated in the 
infirmary and convalescent ward was 369 ; and the number treated in cells 
4,063. 

No death has occurred (up to date, 17th June 1880) since the 31st 
January.

Hard labour of the Ist class is carried out by tread-wheel, which grinds 
corn ; labour is thus provided for 60 prisoners. Second-class hard labour con- 
sists of mat-making, chopping and bundling firewood, stocking knitting, and 
of the various prison routine duties of cleaning, &c. 
The female prisoners are employed in the laundry, and in making and

tion of the prison renders discipline more difficult to maintain than in a better 
constructed prison.

No structural alterations have been made during the year ; the prison con- 
sists of numerous separate buildings, six detached wards totally unconnected 
with each other, rendering the work of carrying out the routine duties onerous 
and difficult ; extensive alterations are necessary, and the desirable plan appears 
to be to connect the six radiating wards or blocks in a common centre. 

The stage system continues to work well. 

The chaplam has held the usual services during the year, but there have 
been difficulties in the way of education to which as much attention has not 
been paid as usual. 

The surgeon reports that the general health of the prisoners has been uni- 
formly good ; during the very severe weather extra bedding was ordered and 
issued; there were nine cases of lunacy, most of which were evident on 
admission ; there were five deaths, and two men liberated on medical grounds.

The conduct of the officers has been satisfiictorj. 

The conduct of the prisoners has, with few exceptions, been good. 

One of the exceptions was a prisoner who, without any provocation, 
attacked a warder and severely injured him with blows from a mallet and stabs 
from a mat-maker's knife. 

The prisoner was tried at the next assize, and sentenced to penal servitude 
for life. 

The food and clothing of the prisoners have been good and sufficient. 

The materials supplied by the contractors have been good. 

The governor reports that the mark system works very well, and that he 
believes it to be a strong incentive to industry and good conduct. 

The chaplain performs a service daily, and two on Sundays, besides visitio^p 
at times the prisoners in their cells.

DURHAM PRISON. 

Hard labour of the Ist class which, with the exception of a small amount of 
heavy mat-making was heretofore carried out by shot drill only, will in future 
consist of a tread-wheel working a flour mill. 

Other labour consists of weaving, cotton, jute, linen, and woollen goods, sack 
and ship fender making, twine spinning, knitting, and needlework, and the 
picking of oakum, wool, and coir. 

The conduct of the officers has been good with one exception, that of an 
officer who was dismissed for being drunk on duty. 

The prisoners' conduct has abo been fair, and shows some improvement on 
theprevious year. 

Tnere was one escape. A lad managed to secrete himself in the ash-pit of 
the exercising yard, and must have subsequently either climbed the boundary 
wsdl or passed through the gate in an empty cart. As soon as the boy was 
missed officers were sent out in pursuit, and the fugitive was very soon 
recaptured at Sunderland, his own home, to which he had at once repaired. 

The dietaries are satisfactory, but the kitchen premises are so cramped and 
unsuitable that the cooking is not all that can be desired. 

The governor reports that he has had no fault with the goods and materials 
supplied by contractors.

were made to the wheeL In order to make room for the new building it was 
necessary to take in a portion of the ground beyond the prison walls, and a 
large nortion of the latter was therefore thrown down and set back, in order 
to enclose the required space. The work which was commenced in June 1879 
was all but completed on the 31st March. The mill house contains all 
necessary machinery for grinding com ; it has ample storage for wheat and 
flour, and the whole apparatus when in full working order will serve to supply 
flour to Durham prison and others in the immediate vicinity. 

Arrangements for baking bread have also been completed at Durham. A 
bakehouse with two ovens, kneading troughs, tables, bread-store, &c. has been 
added within the kitchen buildings, and all bread f6r prison use is now made 
in Durham, a practice quite new at that prison. 

The prison ventilation has been improved at the recommendation of the 
medical inspector, by building walls across the air courses in the central yards. 
Other smaller works have also been carried out, such as the alteration of mat 
looms and the addition of a new steam pipe to the boiler. The whole of the 
foregoing works have been executed by prison labour.

EXETER PRISON. 

Hard labour of the let class consists of a tread- wheel for 48 prisoners, and a 
crank pump for 12. 

The conduct of the officers has been satisfactory, the exception being a 
young officer of a few months' service, who was convicted of trafficking with 
prisoners, for which he was brought to trial and heavily fined, besides being 
dismissed the service. 

The conduct of the prisoners has been satisfieu^ry, and the offences have 
been, with a few exceptions, of a^minor character. 

The dietaries continue to be satisfactory. 

The clothing is sufficient, and the new pattern is being gradually introduced 
as the old county clothing becomes unserviceable. 

The supplies received from contractors have been with a few exceptions 
satisfactory. 

The old boxes in the chapel have been removed, and the alteration has given 
great satisfaction to the governor and chaplain. 

Three of the punishment cells in the male prison, and one in the female, are 
being converted into ordinary cells, the number of punishment cells having 
been in excess of the requirements. 

The mark system is working satisfactorily, and is becoming more appre- 
ciated by the prisoners. 

The cnaplam holds a short sendee daily, and performs two on Sundays. 

The prisoners are also visited by the chaplain in their cells from time to 
time. 

The Roman Catholic priest attends and holds a service once a week for the 
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EXETER PRISON— coii/tfiik?<^.

Hard labour of Ist class consists of tread-wheel, employing 39 prisoners at 
a time in separate compartments, but not utilised for any manufacture. 

Industrial employment consists of oakum picking, mat-making, carpenter- 
ing, and printing. 

The conduct of the officers has been satisfactory, one only having been 
reprimanded. 

The prisoners have generally been orderly and well behaved, and the dis- 
cipline has been eflPectively maintained without any corporal punishment. 

The governor, in reporting on the mark system, states as follows : — " Still I 
** am of opinion that the mark system does not go far enough. There is nothing 
" to be gained after six months, the only inducement to good conduct is the 
" fear of possible loss or temporary disrating? to a lower grade. The latter 
'* has small terrors, especially for females, who have no plank beds, and no 
** distinction between 1st and 2nd class hard labour." 

The surgeon reports most favourably on the diet, and considers the bedding 
and clothing quit« sufficient. 

The sanitary condition of the prison is very good, and the new system of 
closets in the ** model *' part answers well. 

The chapel services have been regularly performed, and there have been 
seven celebrations of Holy Communion during the year.

HOLLOWAY PRISON. 

Hard laboiir of the 1st class is enforced by the tread-wheel, which pninps 
water for the prison. Mats are still made, but the larger proportion of pri- 
soners have been employed on the extensive structural alterations and additions 
being carried out, which when completed will enable nearly 800 prisoners to 
be accommodated in this prison. 

The conduct of the officers has been good. ' 

The conduct of the prisoners has been fairly good, but trivial breaches of 
prison discipline have necessitated a rather lengthy list of punishments. 

The average daily number of prisoners has been 333 males and fomr females, 
the latter being cinl prisoners. 

I'he health of the prisoners has been fably good ; eight deaths have taken 
place, and five prisoners were liberated on medical grounds. 

The chaplain has performed the usual daily services. 

The food and bedding have proved sufficient, and the articles supplied on 
contract have generally given satisfaction.

HULL PRISON. 

Hard labour of the 1st class is carried out by the tiead-wheel. Other hard 
labour consists of wood and rope chopping, oakum picking, carpentering, 
sugar breaking, &c. The latter is perhaps the most lucrative. The trade hM 
already developed and promises to do so yet more now that the reappropria- 
tion of buildings allows of greater facilities in carrying it out. A new trade 
just commenced at Hull is the manufacture of fish boxes to be used in the 
carriage of fish just caught from the trawlers at sea to the market in Hull. 
There is much wear and tear in these boxes, and the demand for them will be 
great and continuous. 

The attention given to box-making in this respect has opened up a prospect 
of extending the trade in other directions. Efforts are being made, and 
successfully, to obtain orders from other public departments for packing cases 
and boxes. 

The locality favomrs this industry. Hull is a large timber importing city, 
and many opportunities offer of purchasing the lower class deals from ships 
about to clear from the port, and anxious to dispose of the surplus on hand. 

Since July last year a foundry has been established at Hull, from which 
great quantities of castings, girders, staircases, brackets, and so forth have 
been tmmed out and despatched to other prisons. 

There is no little elasticity in the manufacturing operations at the prison, 
due mainly to the enterprise and activity of the governor, who gladly avails 
himself of every opening. 

The conduct of the officers has been good. 

There is an improvement apparent in the conduct of the prisoners, and the 
number of prison reports has sensibly diminished. 

Two escapes have taken place. The first, which unfortimately was success- 
ful, was made by a prisoner awaiting trial. Through carelessness he was 
allowed to leave his cell and secrete himself until the dinner hour, when he 
got to the roof unobserved and then lowered himself down by a rope to a wall 
in r»onTi#»r*f.\on with the boundary wall, from whence he jumped into the la^d[g 



HULL PRISON— conftnucrf. 

The dietaries have been satisfactory, and the new clothing where issued. 

The governor has found the goods and materials supplied by contractors 
good and according to contract. 

The governor has every reason to be satisfied with the system of progressive 
stages. 

The works so long in progress at this prison are now aU but completed. 
Ninety new cells have been certified, and 10 more are all but ready. The new 
chapel has been completed, and is now regularly used for service, and a 
rearrangement of the offices and stores, with the total removal of the sugar 
breaking appliances to the tread-wheel building has also been carried out. 
These works represent great changes and marked improvements obtained at 
relatively little cost. The oriurinal plan of this prison was such that nuiny 
spaces were left vacant, which a little constructive ingenuity has now utilised 
and turned to account. 

The total increase in accommodation at Hull is 120 cells, which has allowed 
the districts in North Lincolnshire, which are more convenient to Hull than to 
Lincoln, to commit to the former place. 

The chaplain takes an active part in the distribution of gratuities and the 
system of progressive stages, with which system the chaplain expresses himself 
highly pleased. These gratuities are generally handed over in the shape of 
tickets for food or coffee at one or other of the Hull coffee houses; an 
arrangement which prevents the expenditure of money in drink.

HUNTINGDON PRISON. 



Hard labour of the 1st class is carried out by the tread-wheel, on which 
prisoners are employed six hours, the daily ascent being 8,640 feet. Hard 
labour of the 2nd class is carried out by picking oakum, knitting, shoe-making,^ 
tailoring, cooking, cleaning, and such like prison duties. 

The conduct of the prison officers has been very good. 

The conduct of the prisoners has been on the whole satisfactory. There 
have been two cases of violence, one of which was a very savage and unpro- 
voked attack upon the governor ; both of these cases were met by corporal 
punishment. On the whole there has been a marked faUing ofiP this year in 
the number of punishments. 

The suri^eon reported last year that the ventilation of the old bidlding 
was not satisfactory ; this has been rectified, and the surgeon now reports that 
the arrangements generally of the guol are satis&ctory. Alterations are now

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IPSWICH PRISON. 

Hard labour of the 1st class is enforced by means of cranks in cells, the 
task being 14,000 revolutions, resistance reduced to a minimum. The whole of 
the prisoners have, after the expiration of their first month, been employed on 
the new buildings in course of erection. The boundary wall has been com- 
pleted, and a new prison to contain 116 cells carried to full height of the walls. 
Three detached blocks of buildings have been demolished, and the stone, iron, 
and bricks redressed, and used in the new block. The whole of this work, 
both demohshing the old and erecting the new buildings, have been entirely 
performed by the labour of the prisoners ; no free labour has been introduced ; 
it is hoped that these cells may be occupied within a few months. 

The conduct of the officers has been good. 

The conduct of the prisoners has been good on the whole ; one man escaped, 
but was speedily recaptured. Nearly tdl the punishments were for mmor 
breaches of prison discipline. 

The stage system has worked very well, and has been of the greatest assistance 
in enabling discipline to be kept up among the prisoners, working often in 
association and in a manner generally on the buildings under circumstances in 
which breaches of prison discipline are likely to occur. 

The health of the prisoners has been good ; two deaths have taken place ; 
the surgeon reports, *' No case of illness from any preventible cause has come 
under my notice." 

The chaplain has held the usual services. Each uneducated prisoner and 
all juveniles receive instruction in their cells of an evening.

KENDAL PRISON. 

The tread-wheel is the only 1st class hard labour at this prison, and the 
means of enforcing 2nd class hard labour consists of mat-making, oakum 
picking, clog-making, &c. 

The conduct of the officers, with one exception, has on the whole been good 
during the year. There is a considerable increase of punishments for prison 
offences on last year's return, which appears to be owing to the large number 
of vagrants committed during the year for short terms of imprisonment. 

The dietaries in use are reported to have answered well, ana the clothing and 
bedding to be in good order, the stock having only recently been renewed. 

The materials supplied by the contractors have been universally of good 
quality, no case having arisen in which it was necessary to make a complaint. 
The ffovemor reported that the system of progressive stages was working well, 
and tnat he had found, as he has before mentioned, that the prospect of being 
able to earn a small gratuity has been an incentive to indusliy and good con- 
duct, punishment by deprivation of marks and stage privileges being now 
more effectual in the maintenance of discipline than simple dietary punish- yT^ 
ments, as under the old regime. O

baked in the prison is considered superior to that formerly used and obtained 
by contract. 

Clog-making for the service has been introduced at this prison, and clogs 
have fdso been manufactured for public sale, for which articles a ready market 
has been found. The governor attributes the large increase in any preceding 
year's return in the earnings of prisoners to the introduction of this industry. 

The tread-wheel, which since its erection has not been used owing to some 
defect in its construction, has been pilit into order, and is now regularly 
worked. 

The chaplain reported that daily prayers are read, and the usual services 
held on Sundays, Christmas, and Good Friday. The prisoners generally were 
quiet and orderly. Little progress, he remarks, can be made in the improve- 
ment of prisoners' education, on account of the shortness of the term of 
commitments generally, and no regular provision being made for the instruc- 
tion of those entitled to it. 

The surgeon reported that the sanitary condition of the prison during the 
year was excellent, and the health of the prisoners good. No death had 
occurred, and only three prisoners had required treatment in the hospital, one 
of whom receivea Her Majesty's pardon. Another year's experience of the 
dietary has convinced the surgeon, in his opinion, that it is well arranged for 
prisoners of all classes, and sufficiently ample. The bread, he also remarks, 
which has been made and baked in the prison, has been superior in quality to 
that previously contracted for.

KIRKDALE PRISON. 

The scheme of converting this prison into a valuable remunerative establish- 
ment by making it one for long-sentence prisoners only, may now be said to 
be established, and beneficial results are anticipated. Its thorough success 
will, however, depend upon the actual co-oporation of the governor of Walton, 
who has shown his desire to assist in every way by the due obserN-ance of the 
routine which has been adopted. 

The prisoners are regularly classified, and put to labour according to their 
capabihties ; at the same time discipline is rigidly enforced, and a strict super- 
vision maintained. It may have been thought, with so many prisoners em- 
ployed solely at industrial labour, such as weaving, mat-making, slipper 
making, &c., that a large stock would be a natural couseauence, but this is 
not so ; there has been a steady sale, and in addition to the work done for 
private firms or individuals, cooperage, weaving, tin work, and carpentering 
were largely carried out for certain prisons, so that Kirkdale will in time 
become one of the northern manufactories and depdts for goods required by 
other prisons. 

The number of cells added to the accommodation since 1st April 18/9 is 
18, in addition to three male and two male punishment cells. The basement 
of B wing has been completed and is occupied. No outside assistance was 
employed in executing this large and important alteration, and the work has 
been very satisfactorily carried out by prison labour. 

Hard labour of the Ist class is now no longer exacted at ., 
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KIRKDALE PRISON— conftimerf. 

The conduct of the officers generaHy is reported by the governor to admit of 
great improvement, six having resigned and five dismissed during the past 
year. 

The conduct also of the prisoners has not been so very satisfiactonr. The 
governor accounted for this as probably arising from the transfer to Kirkdale 
of male and female prisoners from Walton prison, the inmates of which are 
said to be of a very inferior class compared with those committed formerly 
from the h undred of West Derby. 

The dietaries were pronounced satisfactory and liberal, and the clothing 
f^ood and serviceable. , 

Task cards have recently been introduced in all cells, in order that prisoners 
may not be in doubt as to the daily labour required of them, a plan which 
obviates depending upon or trusting to the judgment of the warders in 
charge. 

llie governor is of opinion that the mark system does not appear to a£Pect 
the conduct or industry of the prisoners to any great extent, the punishments 
daily recorded being of the usual class, and presenting the usual average. 

'Fhe health of the prisoners has been on the whole satisfactory, though there 
has been considerably more sickness than in the previous year. This increase 
was not due to any defect in the sanitary arrangements of the prison, nor to 
the labour and discipline to which the prisoners were subjected, but was rather 
to be ascribed to the very inferior physical condition of the prisoners received 
during the year. There were five deaths from natural causes. The death-rate 
for the two past years might be reckoned at 5*4 per 1,000 for each year. There 
were no cases of suicide. Three prisoners were executed, three were pardoned 
on medical grounds, and four insane prisoners were removed to the asylum. 

This prison is in excellent order. Care is taken that all defects are 
speedily remedied, and that extravagance and waste are guarded against in 
all departments.

LANCASTER PRISON. 



Tiie governor reported that during the past year there has been no escape, 
execution, or suiciae, and only one death. 

The number of criminal prisoners committed has been less by 574, and the 
debtors, &c., by 4S9, than auring the year previous, notwithstanding 50 and 
more prisoners were transferred to Lancaster from other gaols. 

A good deal of useful work has been done by prison labour : the new cook 
house completed and brought into use ; a new and larger boiler for heating 
has been put in, necessitating a good deal of work, which was well and inex- 
pensively performed by prisoners, though under some difficulties, as skilled 
labour is not always to be found among the prisoners committed to this 
gaol. 

Bread is now baked in the prison. 

The conduct of the officers has been generally satisfactory, the changes 
having been principally amongst the female warders, caused by resignation or 
unfitness. 

The conduct of the prisoners has been satisfactory. 

The earnings have decreased, caused, no doubt, 4)y bad trade. Oakum- 
picking being a most unprofitable emplo3rment, and remunerative work for 
manufacturers outside less plentiful. 

The supplies received from the contractors are reputed to have been fairly 
good, except the tea and sugar, which were pronounced to be of indifferent j 
quality.

been administered re^larlf , at intervals of about two months. Just before 
the end of the year a Roman Catholic priest was appointed prison minister at 
this gaol. 

One of the female warders has been temporarily appointed to teach the female 
prisoners,and thearrangement thus made the chaplain considered quite sufficient. 
On the male side the teaching has been done by the same officer as previously. 

The chaplain concluded by remarking on the numerous cases of itch in the 
men on reception. This he accounted for by the common lodging houses and 
** the tramp wards of workhouses having become contaminated, owing to the 
** increased numbers of men thrown 'upon the road' by the prolonged 
** depression in trade." 

The health of the prisoners generally during the year ended 31 st March 1880 
has been good. There has been no epidemic, ana the sanitary arrangements 
have been satisfactory. 

'i'his old castle has many defects as a prison, and its peculiar construction is 
ill-suited to the requirements of modem piison discipUne.

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LEEDS PRISGiN^. 

Hard labour of the Ist class is carried out by 3G cranks and 12 heavy 
looms, and by mat-making with a beater weighing 5 lbs. There are other 
looms for weaving flannels, rugs, &c. ; and a large number of prisoners have 
been employed during the past year upon the new works, as bricklayers> 
joiners, masons, painters, smiths, plasterers, labourers, &c. 

An important change has been made in the manufacturing operations at 
Leeds. Here as at Wakefield a number of looms (37) have been diverted 
from mat-making and devoted to the manufacture of woollen stuflPs for prison 
use. Nine new looms have been purchased for the same purpose, and of the 
total 46, 33 have been engaged in weaving flannel, 3 on bed rugs, 3 on cleaning 
cloth, and 7 on serges for female prisoners' clothing. 

The conduct of the officers has been good. 

The conduct of the prisoners has been good, and with little variation on 
previous years. 

The dietaries have been found satisfactory, and much improvement has 
taken place since the opening of the new kitchen and bakehouse. 

The governor reports that he has found the goods and materials supplied 
by contractors good and according to contract. 

The governor has found the system of progressive stages work well. The 
Leeds Discharged Prisoners' Aid Society is of very substantial service in con* 
trolling the disbursements of gratuities and preventing the expenditure of this 
money in drink. 

Leeds prison has witnessed considerable structural alterations and additions. 
Its accommodation was insufficient, and two important departments, the 
kitchen and the female laundry were not at all that could be desired. Both 
were situated in basements, and were dark, damp, and ill-ventilated. Both 
have now been replaced by new buildings, airy, spacious, and detached from 
the prison. The new kitchen includes bakery, ovens, bread stores, &c., and 
the bread, as well as the food generally, compares favourably with that 
formerly prepared. 

The vacation of the old kitchen has left space available for the extension of 
the prison store rooms, a service much needed to facilitate the carrying out of 
the new system of stores and accounts, and this has in part been completed^ 
the premises having been rendered as far as possible dry and suitable for their 
new use. 

Seventy-two new cells were all but completed on the 31st March, on which 
date 25 others were all carried far forward. 

A great proportion of the new work has been accomplished by prison labour. 
The kitchen, oakehouse, and laundry were almost entirely built bv it, and in 
other parts the prisoners have helped considerably with the bricklaying, 
plumbing, glazing, bell-hanging, &c. 

Leeds has been one of the prisons selected to test the new educational 
plan. 

The chaplain says he is at present unable to speak positively about it, but 
he ventures to predict that it will be decidedly successful. No insuperable

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LEICESTER PRISON. 

Hard labour of the Ist class is carried out by cranks. Sixty-nine of these 
cranks are fixed in the cells. The task exacted is 12,000 revolutions a day. 
Hard labour of the 2nd class is carried out by chopping and bundling fire- 
wood, mat-making, and picking oakum. The retail mat trade has been 
discontinued. Chopping firewood has been undertaken for a local firm, by 
whom all materials are found. 

The conduct of the officers has, with one or two exceptions, been perfectly 
satisfactory. 

The conduct of the prisoners has been, on the whole, satisfactory. One 
prisoner made his escape, and was not recaptured. He has, however, since bis 
escape been convicted of another crime at York, and sentenced to 10 years' 
penal servitude. 

The health of the prisoners has been good. No epidemic has occurred. The 
surgeon considers that thie brown or whole-meal bread has in some cases caused 
diarrhoea. Two prisoners have died in prison from natural causes during the 
year. 

The daily average number of prisoners in the prison has been 167 males, 21 
females. 

The mark system continues to work well, and is considered as a valuable 
assistance in carrying out discipline, and a great incentive to good conduct. 

Prayers have been read daily by the chaplain, and the usual services have 
been conducted on Sundays. 

During the past year Leicester (South) Prison, formerly known as the Borough 
Prison, has been closed, and the prisoners were transferred to the North 
(formerly County) Prison, to which prison all prisoners from the Borough 
of Leicester are now committed.

LEWES PRISON. 
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LEWES PRISON— confmuerf. 

The goods and materials furnished hy the contractors have been satisfactory. 

The dietaries have been good, and generally speaking sufficient. 

The mark system still appears to work satisfactorily, and the advantages of 
the stage system reduces the number of grave prison o£fences. 

The chaplain reports that the services have been duly performed in the 
chapel on Sundays and week davs, and that the ^conduct of the prisoners 
whilst attending has been generally good, and also whilst receiving from him 
moral and religious admonition. 

The surgeon states that the general health of the prisoners has been very 
satisfactory. No death has occurred, and there were very few cases of serious 
illness. The infirmary cases were 18 in number, viz., 14 male and 4 female, 
3 of the latter being cases of parturition. Five males had remission of sen- 
tences on medical grounds, viz., 2 for phthisis, 1 for chronic rheumatism, 1 for 
scrofula, and 1 for epilepsy. Three of these were military prisoners. Two 
cases of insanity, both males, were removed to an asvlum. The dietaries on 
the whole have oeen sufficient to maintain fair general health throughout the 
prison. 

The means of graduating labour to the strength of individual prisoners at 
the discretion of the medical officer are sufficient, and the modes of employ- 
ment are not unfavourable to health. 

The water supply and means of ventilation are excellent, and the drainage is 
in course of improvement. The removal of the closets ^om the cells will be 
an undoubted advantage.

LINCOLN PRISON. 

Hard labour of the Iqt class is carried on by the corn mill, which is turned 
hj hand cranks. There are also cell cranks, and a certain amount of stone 
breaking. 

Other labour consists in mat, brush, and net making (the last named for 
the Grimsby fisheries), wood chopping, and excavating for the stone breaking. 

The trade operations are not large, but during the past year a great propor- 
tion of the prisoners were employed upon the new works. 

The conduct of the ofi^ers has been uniformly good. 

The prisoners were also fairly well conducted during the past year. 

The governor has every reason to be satisfied with the dietaries and 
clothing. 

The supplies and goods sent in by the contractors have been good and 
according to contract. 

The governor is satisfied with the system of progressive stages, which con- 
tinues to work weU. 

Lincoln prison is an extremely good specimen of modern prison architec-

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MAIDSTONE PRISON. 

Hard labour of the 1st class has consisted of the tread- wheel and pumping 
water by capstan. 

The officers have been well conducted, and have performed their duties with 
much prudence and discrimination. 

The conduct of the prisoners 'may be deemed to have been fairly good, 
owing to the valuable result of the mark system, which has been continuous 
in its good efPect throughout the year. 

The provisions, clothuig, and all other stores supplied by contractors have 
been equal to sample. 

All the necessary repairs within the boundary of the prison have been 
executed by prisoners who have passed through their early stage of discipline. 

The duties of the chaplain have been carried out as formerly, with the 
addition (at his reque8t);of a full service and a celebration of the Holy Commu- 
nion on Ascension Day. The Sacrament of the Lord's Supper was administered 
43 times in the course of the year. The number of attendances was 226 in 
the men*s chapel, and 128 in the women's chapel. Number of communicants, 
52 men and 1 officer, 13 women, 9 officers, and others. 

The Bishop of Dover held a confirmation in the prison on January 20th, 
when 34 men and 11 women were presented to his lordship. Several or these 
have since been discharged, and none as yet re-committed. Of the 29 con- 
firmed in 1879, only one, a woman, has, as far as can be ascertained, relapsed 
into crime. 

Secular instruction has been regularly carried on by means of classes. 

The surgeon reports that the health of the prisoners during the year has 
been very good, there having been five deaths, and fewer prisoners put on 
extra diet in consequence of weakness ; that the diet is good and sufficient, 
and that the sanitary condition of the prison is satisfactory.

MANCHESTER PRISON. 

Hard labour of the 1st class is carried out by the tread-wheel, cranks, and 
weaving matting. The tread-wheel accommodates 96 prisoners, thev are em- 
employed on it 6 hours daibr, with 5 minutes rest to 15 minutes labour, the 
distance ascended being 8,640 feet. At the cranks 14,400 revolutions for 
adults, and 12,000 for juveniles, is the required daily task, the weight varying 
according to the strength of the prisoners. 

The conduct of the officers has been very good, and they are reported to 
have, as a rule, paid strict attention to all instructions. 

The conduct of the prisoners has been orderly. 

The dietaries and clothing were satisfactory, and in six cases only have 
extra diets been given. /--^ t

and badly situated kitchen that has so lon^ existed in this prison, and the 
work which has been largely performed by prisoners will be highly creditable 
to those who have designed and executed the building. The hospital staircase 
and wards are still in progress, but will be completed in the course of a few 
months. 

The prison minister reported that with regard to the causes of commitments 
during the year, he had to record three principal facts : — In the first place, 
many vagrants had been committed to the prison from Manchester and else- 
where. They were of two classes, viz., honest labourers who went from place 
to place in search of emplo3rment ; and, secondly, habitual mendicants. The 
first-mentioned class through want of work in consequence of strikes or 
depression of trade found themselves in prison, through drink given to them 
by their friends, which afiPected them through the want of sufRcient support, 
or for begging from their being mistaken for professional mendicants. As to 
habitual beggars they are frequently in prison. Naturally idle, they prefer a 
vagrant life to honest labour. They steal whatever comes in their way, and 
they eke out a miserable existence. Means should be taken in order to 
relieve society fi'om their preying propensities. As an illustration to the 
statement about professional beggars, an example is given of one who had been 
such for 12 years, according to his own account. He had travelled and begged 
his bread all over the kingdom, and had been in several prisons, viz., 2 months 
in Manchester, 1 month in Strangeways, 21 days Portsmouth, 21 days Wake- 
field, 21 davR Oxford, 14 days Reading, 1 month Dorchester, 7 days Exeter, 
&c., &c. Ihe prison minister is happy to state that there had been a decrease 
in the number of convictions for drunkenness, but he deplores the number of 
young persons of both sexes committed to prison through intemperance. He 
further remarks that there had been an increase of the number of convictions 
for felony, which he attributes mostly to the distress amongst the working class 
through want of employment. 

The health of the prisoners has been very satisfactory, all the diseases having 
been of the ordinary type ; and there appears to have been an entire freedom 
from epidemic diseases. One suicide, and nine deaths occurred during the year, 
and 204 cases had been treated in hospital.

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NEWCASTLE PRISON. 

Hard labour of the Ist class consists of chopping rope, mat-makinjj with 
heavy looms, breaking stones, pumping water, and cranks. 

Second class labour consists of wool and oakum picking, ship fender making, 
sack making, and the manufacture of shot bags for Sir William Armstrong's 
firm has been recently recommenced with good financial results. 

The conduct of the officers has been good. 

The conduct of the prisoners has been fairly good. 

The dietaries give satisfaction, and a quantity of the new prison clothing 
which has been taken into wear during the past year has been found superior 
to the old. 

The goods and materials supplied by contractors have been good and 
according to contract. 

The system of progressive stages works well, and has exercised an un- 
doubtedly beneficial e&ct upon the conduct of prisoners. 

The only new work has been the addition of an oven, and of arrangements 
for baking, which are now complete and in full working order. 

This prison, as has been already pointed out in previous reports, labours under 
many disadvantages of site and construction. It stands on a cramped confined 
spot in the heart of the town of Newcastle, surrounded by tenements occupied 
in many cases by low characters, male and female, who can if they please signal 
to the prisoners as they pass to and fro in the prison, or on their way to chapel. 
The governor's residence is in the centre of the gaol, and the drawing room 
windows look into the yards. There is but very limited space for exercising ; 
the debtors* prison and the hosoital are ancient edifices of a byegone type, 
thoroughly ill-planned, dark, ana inconvenient ; and on the female side the 
laundry is altogether unsatisfactory. 

The reconstruction of this prison upon a better site, and a more modem plan, 
seems highly desirable. 

The chaplain is well satisfied with the plan of progressive stages, and with 
the whole of the new system generally.

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NORTHALLERTON PRISON. 

Hard labour of the 1st class consists of the tread-whed, stone breaking, and 
hand flour mills. 

Other hard labour is Carried out by wood chopping, mat-making, ship fender 
making, oakum picking, &o. 

Tuiware for prison purposes is made, and flour ground for prison supply. 

Chopping wood is a principal industry at Northallerton. " Toppings " of 
newly felled trees, being easily obtainable as at York, and the wood chopped^ 
packed in small bundles finds a ready sale for kindling purposes. 

The conduct of the officers has been uniformly good. 

The conduct of the prisoners has also been good. 

The dietaries give complete satisfaction, as does the new clothing, which is 
being gradually taken into wear. 

The goods and materials supphed by contractors have been good and 
according to contract. 

The governor continues to be highly satisfied with the system of progressive 
stages, and the powers it gives him. 

Several minor but useful works have been carried out at this prison. A 
prisoners' visiting room which was much needed has been constructed by the 
conversion of two cells in the old part of the prison. A weigh-bridge has been 
fixed near the entrance, and a flour mill has oeen attached to the tread-wheel, 
which works it and also the circidar saw.

NORTHAMPTON (UPPER) PRISON. 

Hard labour, 1st class, is enforced by cellular cranks worked in separation 
with balanced handles and a^usting weights. 

Industrial labour consists of shoe-making, mat-making, tailoring, and build- 
inff the new part of the prison, where 56 cells and a laundry have been 
added. 

The conduct of the officers has been satisfactory, and though the extensive 
alterations have been a long time in hand, yet the discipline has been well 
maintained, and no attempts to escape or any serious ofiPences have occurred. 

The governor met with a severe accident in the early stage of the work, 
breaking his foot, and confining him to bed for a long time. Great credit is 
due to him and the officers under him for the way in which under his direc- 
tion the work was performed, and the efficiency and order of the prison 
preserved. 

The conduct of the prisoners generally has been good. 

The sanitary condition of the prison is reported by the surgeon to be very 
good, and the food and clothing are sufficient. ^ OoOqIc

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THIBD KEFOBT OF THE COMMISSIONERS OF PRISONS. 



NORTHAMPTON (LOWER) PRISON (CLOSED). 

This prison was closed on 31 st December last, the prisoners moved to the 
upper prison, and the officers transferred to different prisons or discharged on 
pension. 

During the time it was occupied since the last report, hard labour, 1st dass, 
was enforced by the tread-wheel and cellidar cranks, neither of them being 
utilised for manufacturing purposes. 

The conduct of the officers was good, and the discipline faxclj maintained. 

The prisoners generally were well behaved, and there were no cases of 
serious misconduct. 

The mark system was fully carried out, and worked satisfactorily. 

The diet, bedding, and clothing were sufficient, and the sanitiuy condition 
of the prisoners on the whole satiH^'actory. 

I consider the closing of this prison a very satisfactory measure. 

Having two prisons so close together, with an aggregate number of two 
hundred mmates, seemed absurd. Whilst the advantages in situation, &c. in 
the remaining one must be apparent to any one.

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NOTTINGHAM PRISON. 

Hard labour of the Ist class is carried out by cranks, 32 are fixed in the 
prison ; 14,000 revolutions is the daily task, but this is modified in the case 
of weakly or aged prisoners. Second class labour is carried out by picking 
oakum, mat-making, and in necessary work for the prison; but by fsa the 
greater number of prisoners haVe been employed in the extensive alterations 
and additions to the prison. 64 new cells have been|[completed. A new 
central hall has been formed by removing the walls separating the wings. 
New airinff yards have been made for males and females, the closets have b^n 
removed irom the cells, and in fact the prison may be said to have been 
entirely re-arranged. 

The governor of the prison having been superannuated, the governor of 
Southwell prison was transferred to Nottingham. There have been several 
changes also among the subordinate officers. The whole prison staff, however, 
have worked haraioniously, and the conduct of all officers has been 
exemplary. 

The prisoners have behaved well, the number of punishments having been 
unusually few. 

The stage system works well, and is much appreciated both by officers and 
prisoners. 

The articles supplied by contract have been good. 

The dietary has proved sufficient, the clothing has been good and the 
bedding sujmcient, except in the depth of winter, when an extra rug was 
ordered by the surgeon for each prisoner. 

The health of the prisoners has been good. Two males were sent to lunatic 
asylums, 1 female was pardoned on medical grounds, and there have been 4 
deaths. 

The daily average number in custody has been 117 males and 30*72 
females. 

The chaplain has conducted the usual services. This officer strongly 
recommends that no school instruction be given to prisoners of less sentence 
than one montii, and remarks on the beneficial effects of not aUowing 
prisoners in the first two months of their sentence to have library books ana 
confining them entirely to school books.

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OXFORD PRISON. 

Hard labour of the Ist class consists of the tread-wheel, which aocommo- 
dates 18 prisoners, crank machines, and capstan pump. 

The conduct of the officers has been very good; all have zealously 
cooperated in keeping up the discipline of the prison. 

The conduct of the prisoners has been generallv good. No corporal 
punishment was inflicted, nor was any prisoner placed m handcuffiB. 

The old county clothing being worn out has been replaced by new, of the 
regulation pattern. 

The goods and materials supplied by the contractors have been satisfactory. 

A new oven, which is working satisfactorily, has been erected by prison 
labour, and the bread for prisoners, instead of being supplied by contract, is 
now baked in the prison. 

The mark system continues to work satbfEbctorily ; the privileges attached 
to the 4th stage are much appreciated by those prisoners whose sentences are 
long enough to enable them to reach this stage. Veiy few indeed are the 
ofiPences conmiitted by this class. Seven-eighths of the punishments inflicted 
for prison offences were incurred by prisoners undergoing sentences of three 
months and under. 

Divine services have been dailj^ performed, and the Holy Communion occa- 
sionally administered. No provision as yet having been made for giving 
secular instruction ; the chaplain imparts it, and reports very favourably of the 
result. 

The surgeon reports that the health of the prisoners generally has been 
good ; that the provisions have been of good quality, and the general dietanr 
aufficient ; clothing and bedding also sufficient. Two deaths have occurrea, 
one firom acute pnthisis, the other from bronchi-pneumonia, and two pri* 
Boners received pardon on medical grounds.

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PORTSMOUTH PRISON. 

Hard labour of the let class is enforced by means of crank machines, 
10,000 revolutions, with a resistance of 10 pounds, being the daily task. 

Hard labour of the 2nd class consists of picking oakum, coir, and wool, 
basket, brush, and mop making, various trades, viz., carpentering, bricklaying, 
painting, white-washing, &c. As regards the introduction of mop making, 
there are sufficient plant and labour to make from 12 to 15 dozens weekly. 

The land within the prison walls is being trenched and brought into culti- 
vation. About 6 tons of potatoes and 2 tons of other vegetaoles have been 
grown. 

An oven has been built by prison labour, and bread making for the prison 
will commence in April. 

The conduct of tne officers has been exemplary, and that of the prisoners 
rerj good. 

The mark system continues to work in a most satisfactory manner, and b a 
great inducement to good conduct on the part of the prisoners. 

Divine service is performed twice on Sundays, Good Friday, and Christmas 
Day, and a short service dailv ; and in the opinion of the chaplain many of the 
prisoners appear to have paid much attention, and their conduct in chapel has 
been very good. 

The surgeon states that the amount of casual sickness has not been more 
than might be expected. Only two cases have been removed into the infir- 
mary, two females received pardon on medical grounds, and one male and one 
female were removed to lunatic asylums. The sanitary condition of the prison 
is stated to be very satisfactory. The food has been fresh, wholesome, and 
well cooked. The general health of the prisoners has been good, and the 
improvement in physique and general appearance have been very marked in 
many instances on the discharge of prisoners.

PRESTON PRISON. 

First-class hard labour is carried out by stoce breaking, cranks, weaving 
mats, and matting, and making mats on a frame with a beater of 5 lbs. At 
stone breaking, one ton is the required daily task ; a crank 14,400 revolutions, 
the pressure varying from 2 lbs. to 10 lbs., according to the strength of the 
prisoner. The conduct of the officers is reported by the governor to have 
been good, and that of the prisoners generally of a satisfactory character. 

The dietaries and clothing were good and sufficient. The materials supplied 
by the contractor were satisfactory. The governor does not think that the 
system of progressive stages influences to any appreciable extent the conduct 
of the prisoners. 

By removing the baths and stores from the basement of the men's prison to 
the area of B. wing 17 additional cells have been obtained, and by somewhat 
similar alterations 38 cells have, since the transfer of the prison to Govern-

The health of the prisoners during the past year has been roost satisfactory. 
No sickness of an epidemic nature has occurred, and there has been very 
little real sickness. 

The provisions, the surgeon reported, had been of good quality, and the 
dietary, clothing, and bedding sufficient. 

Four cases of insanity occurred — ^two men and one woman were insane on 
admission, and one man became so after he had been in prison a short while. 
All were removed to the county asylum. 

No suicides occurred during the year ; neither were any prisoners pardoned 
on medical grounds. 

There were two deaths from natural causes, both sudden, and arising from 
fatty degeneration of the heart ; both cases occurring in fiemales. 

One prisoner made his escape during the past year ; he was under remand, 
and haa been placed in a strong room at the lodge ; while there he managed 
to screw the top off one of the iron bars of the window, and then got out. 
He has not since been heard of. Steps have been taken to make this room 
thoroughly secure.

READING PRISON. 

Hard labour, l&t class, is carried out by means of the crank pump, grinding 
corn by hand mills, stone breaking with a heavy hammer, mat making with 
heavy beater, and matting weaving. 

Labour of the 2nd class consists of mat making, picking oakum, tailorings 
shoe making, carpentering, painting, whitewashing, cooking, baking, &c. ; and 
for women, laundry work and mending clothes. 

With two exceptions the conduct of the officers has been very good. 

The dietaries have been very generally good, sufficient, and well cooked. 

The goods and materials supplied by contractors have been delivered regularly 
and according to agreement, both as regards quality and quantity. 

Extensive alterations have been made in the chapel, and the ha^ein^^,^. ^^ 
A. wing has been enlarged by appropriating a portion of the prison \)uiVd\ng 
known as the " militia stores, the outer entrance to which, leading jtito tue 
street, has been securely bricked up. , 

One cell, certified for seven days, has been added to the female prxs<^^* ^^ 
two cells, certified for two years, to the male prison.

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RUTHIN PRISON. 

The hard labour performed by prisoners consists of pumping water, weaving, 
coir matting, breaking stones ; there is no tread-wheel at this prison. It is, 
however, intended to erect one shortly. The governor reported that he has 
not always been able to find sufficient approved 1st class hard labour as the 
stone breaking has been much less than in previous years, partly owing to this 
kind of labour being done by machinery and steam power in the neighbour- 
hood. 

The conduct of the prisoners generally has been good, and the punishments, 
though numerous, were only for minor breaches of rules. 

The progressive stage system, the governor was of opinion, has worked very 
satisfactorily. No Discharged Prisoners* Aid Society exists, and gratuitiei 
are occasionally sent to the police belonging to the neighbourhood where the 
discharged prisoner purposed to reside. 

The dietaries were very good, and were very rarely altered by the surgeon. 
All the materials supplied by the contractors have been good, and the clothing 
and bedding were sufficient. 

One prisoner awaiting trial for housebreaking escaped, through the gross 
carelessness of an assistant warder leaving the cell door unlocked, the prisoner 
was, however, recaptured before the time fixed for his trial; the assistant 
warder has since been dismissed. The conduct of the officers generally has 
been fair, but the want of a good instructing officer in weaving, &c. has been 
experienced, as the earnings of the prisoners have therefore not been as great as 
the governor would have wished had the work been properly superintended. 

The females of this county, Denbighshire, being now sent to Chester, there 
have, consequently, been but few female prisoners in custody. Those who hava 
been committed came from Merionethshire, the adjoining county. 

The s»irgeon was able to report that during the past year no disorder of any 
kind prevailed in the prison, and the health of the prisoners had on the whole 
been good. During the last two quarters, however, he had observed that there 
has been a certain stuffiness in the atmosphere of the lower parts of the 
building. 

All supplies of food and clothing were good and sufficient, and the approved 
dietary was very seldom departed from. 

No deaths have occurred in the prison, and the hospital has consequently 
been very seldom used.

SHEPTON MALLET PRISON. 

Hard labour of the Ist class has been carried out by means of a tread- 
wheel and pumps. 

The general conduct of the officers has been good. 

The conduct of the prisoners has with a few exceptions been good. 

The food and clothing have been good and sufficient. 

llie materials supplied by the contractors have been satisfactory. 

The closed boxes have been removed from the chapel, a change which has 
been much appreciated in every prison in which it has been adopted. 

I'he debtor's common room has been enlarged, more cells have been pro- 
vided for their accommodation, and a separate exercise yard has been specially 
enclosed for their use. 

The governor reports very favourably of the working of the mark system, 
which he considers to be conducive to the industry and good conduct of the 
prisoners. 

The chaplain performs the usual daily services and two on Sundays, besides 
constantly visiting the prisoners in their cells. 

A Roman Catholic priest attends the prisoners of that religion. 

The surgeon reports that the health of the prisoners has been good, that the 
prison has not been visited by any epidemic, and that its sanitary state is good.

SHREWSBURY PRISON. 

The conduct of the officers, with the exception of two who were dismissed, 
has on the ^hole been satisfactory, and they have, as a rule, performed their 
duties zealously. The prisoners have generally behaved well. 

The dietaries are reported to have been of good quality and sufficient in 
quantity. The new clothing which has been issued throughout the prison 
during the year was well adapted to the requirements of the service, and the 
material itself was pronounced good. 

An old store room adjoining the cook house was converted into a bakehouse 
by prison labour, and various other alterations have been effected throughout 
the prison, viz. : new bath-rooms to female department, and closets built m 
the different corridors. The prison buildings are reported to be in good repair, 
and the drains free from obstruction.

SHREWSBURY PRISON— con^niierf. 

The prisoners had been employed at trades and manufactures as profitably as 
the construction and capabilities of the pris m would admit of. The governor 
added, "The means for enforcing hard labour of the 1st class were not 
" adequate to the requirements since the crank and shot drill had been dis- 
" continued." 

The chaplain reported favourably of the effects of the new regime, which 
he stated was shown ** in the increased order and improved discipline." 

During the past year four deaths have taken place, and three prisoners were 
sent to the county lunatic asylum. 

The sanitary condition of the prison was reported to be good, and the 
health of the prisoners had been much improved since the introduction of 
purer water. 

This prison cannot be considered at all adequate to modem requirements. 
Supervision and discipline can only be maintained with the greatest difficulty 
on account of its numerous low corridors and scattered cells. A complete 
rebuilding of a new prison is here much required. A serious outbreak of 
fever occurred during the early part of the year, which was traced to the water 
pumped from the river. The cranks are consequently no longer used, and 
thus one of the few powers of carrying out labour of the 1st class has been 
stopped.

Hard labour was enforced by tread-wheel, cranks, and pumps. The tread- 
wheel accommodated 40. Other labour consisted in mat-making, stocking 
weaving, washing for the prison (there being no female prisoners in custody). 

The condyct of the officers has been uniformly good.

The governor was perfectly satisfied with the dietaries, clothing, and goods 
supplied by contractors.

Hard labour is enforced by the tread-wheel, which accommodates 34, and 
grinds flour. 

Other labour consists in wood chopping, pea picking, and oakum 
picking. 

The trading operations are small, and not particularly remunerative, but the 
flour mill now supplies flour to neighbouring prisons. 

The conduct of the oflBcers has been good. 

The conduct of the prisoners has been fair. 

The dietaries and clothing are satisfactory. 

The governor considers tlie goods and materials supplied to be according to 
contract. 

The system of progressive stages works well, and acts as a stimulus to 
industry, and a preventive of misconduct. 

The general arrangements of the prison are satisfactory, but it is not 
structurally a perfect prison. The governor's residence is mixed up with the 
prison proper in a way that must Be inconvenient to himself, and might be 
prejudicial to good order and discipline. The prison kitchen, recently converted 
from a laundry, and which is to be enlarged, was very inadequate, and there is 
little or no store accommodation.

STAFFORD PRISON. 

Hard labour, Ist class, is enforced by three tread-wheels, two of which are 
utilised for grinding corn, and one for pumping water. There is also a crank 
pump of 10 divisions, with a rigid crank, the handles being balanced by being 
fixed at different angles. There are in addition a few cellular crank machines 
which are used only for prisoners unfit for any other labour. 

The industrial labour consists of mat-making, shoe-making, tailoring, wood 
cutting, oakum and coir picking, washing, needlework, and all repairs of the 
prison. 

One female officer has been dismissed for theft, and three male officers 
fined for misconduct. With these exceptions the conduct of all has been 
satisfactory, and the efficiency, discipline, and order of the whole establish- 
ment has been thoroughly mamtainea. 

The amount of minor offences and punishments still calls for remark. The 
governor, if inclined to err in any way would certainly lean to the side of 
rorbearance, and the prisoners are invariably cautioned more than once before 
any report is made to him, yet there is a very large per-centage of reports and 
punishments, chiefly for neglect of work. 

The sanitary condition of the prison is reported by the surgeon to be very 
satisfactorv, and the food and clothing sufficient, except that in his opinion 
four months is too long for a prisoner to be on 3rd class diet. 

The governor considers the mark system to be in no way conducive to 
industry or good conduct, but thinks the money earned is valuable in giving 
a prisoner a fresh start on discharge. ^r^ri]{> 

There is a great want of store accommodation, and space for proper stowage-^^'^^

STRANGEWAY'S PRISON, MANCHESTER. 

The governor reported that the conduct of the officers has not been 
altogether satisfactory ; the prisoners had conducted themselves well. 

The dietaries were good, but the clothing, in the governor's opinion, was 
not so good as formerly ; some of the old clothing provided by the late prison 
authority is still in wear. 

The materials obtained from contractors for use in the prison during the 
past year were uniformly good. 

The governor is of opinion that the progressive stage system applies un- 
equally to difPerent classes of prisoners, and is likely to be used by officers as 
a vehicle of punishment.

the males and one at the female hospital. The painting of the interior of the 
men's prison, the removal of women's dead-house ; also spikes on the boundary 
wall, female prison. The removal of the boundary wall in laundry yard ; 
additional safety appliances and fitting to steam boilers ; new heating closet, 
built and fitted up in the cook house, and 35 cells constructed at the cloisters, 
D. wing, female prison. The whole of these alterations and buildings have 
been carried out, and reflects great credit upon the engineer, who, the governor 
reports, has made some valuable suggestions in the several works executed, 
more especially the introduction of heated air into the passages of the corri- 
dors, &c., and has supervised defects which have come to light from time to 
time in the drainage of the prison. 

The surgeon reported that the general health of the prisoners has been quite 
satisfactory. There has been no unusual amount of sickness, and an entire 
absence of any of the zymotic diseases. 

The food has been of good quality, and the quantity and the quality of the 
respective diets have been (witn only one or two exceptions, duly noted in the 
book kept for that purpose) found sufficient for the due maintenance of the 
health of the prisoners. ^ 

One escape occurred during the year ; the man has not since been captured. 

There has been no change in the description of 1st class hard labour since 
last year. 

The chaplain reported the clerical duties of this prison had been duly per- 
formed during the past year, comprising two services on Sundays; daily 
prayers, \isiting the prisoners in hospital and under punishment, &c., with 
administration of the Holy Communion three times. The schoolmaster had 
also attended to his duties of cellular teaching and distributing of library books 
as usual. The prison minister remarks that he had held services in the chapel 
and in the respective prisons, male and female ; he had attended the sick, 
and two prisoners who died in the hospital, and that he had received every 
assistance from the officers in the discharge of his duties.

TAUNTON PRISON. 

Hard labour of the Ist class is enforced by means of a tread-wheel for nine 
prisoners ; also cranks which accommodate 10 ; and pumps for nine 
prisoners. 

The governor, Mr. Oakley, who had been for many years in charge of this 
prison, died towards the end of last year. 

The officers' conduct has been good, and their duties have been efficiently 
performed. 

The general conduct of the prisoners has been good. 

The dietaries and clothing have been good and sufficient. 

The supplies from the contractors have been satisfactory. 

All the closets have been removed from the cells throughout the prison. 

The tread-wheel has been reduced by the removal of two lengths; smaller 
grinding stones being fitted. 

The space thus gained has been converted into a work room for the 
accommodation of the basket makers, mat weavers, and flax dressers. 

Four rooms adjoining the mill have been fitted up as store rooms. 
The deputy-governor in charge states that the working of the mark system 
has been found very beneficial, both as regards industry and good conduct. 

As there is no Discharge Prisoners' Aid Society in the neighbourhood, the 
money earned is given to prisoners on discharge, efforts being made as far as 
possible to prevent its being misapplied. 

The usual services have been performed daily by the chaplain, who also holds

WAKEFIELD PRISON. 



Hard labour of the Ist class has been carried out by the tread- wheel (which 
accommodates 56), by weaving cocoa matting by hand, weaving canvas and 
ticking, and mat-making, with a beater 5i lbs. weight. 

Other hard labour consists of mat-making on boards and frames, making 
sinnet mats, mat finishing, power loom cocoa mat weaving, weaving calico 
by hand, warping, winding, stocking weaving, picking cocoa fibre and oakum, 
book-binding, dyeing, shoemakin|^, tailoring, and artizans' work. 

Considerable changes have been introduced into the manufacturing operations. 
In order to limit the production of mats and matting a number of looms hatre 
now been concentrated upon the weaving of blankets and clothes for prison 
use. The first attempt was on blanket weaving, and was begun by selling a 
number of mat looms, and replacing them by looms suitable for weaving. For 
a small outlay the new trade was introduced, and so satisfactorily set going, 
l^at the total number of blankets turned out up to the 31st March was 19,723. 
ITie blanket is pronounced by experts to be a very good article, both as regards 
material and make. 

About the same time and for the same reasons the manufacture of cloth for 
prisoners' clothing was set on foot. These cloth looms since the commencement 
have turned out a total of 4,745 yards of drab cloth, 212 yards of grey cloth, 
and 109 ^ards of blue. 

'In addition to the foregoing considerable quantities of dowlas (15,909 yards) 
and of dandy or packing canvas (14,587 yards), have been turned out during 
the past year. The prisoner artizans of Wakefield have also manufactured a 
large amount of prison furniture. The carpenters have made 500 plank beds, 
the turners 2,758 wooden saltcellars, the tinsmith great quantities of tin 
ware, which include mess, gruel, and water cans, dinner tins, dust pans, bread 
tins, pudding tins, &c. In the manufacture of the tin ware the metal of the 
Austndian meat tins has been utilized. 

The conduct of the officers has been excellent, but one has been dismissed 
during the past year. 

The prisoners have also been fairly well conducted. 

The dietaries and clothing continue to give satisfaction, although the 
governor is doubtful of the durability o^ thp lipv*»rf#i^n "opd for trousers- 
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WANDSWORTH PRISON. 

Hard labour of the Ist class consists of one large com mill employing eight 
prisoners at a time, with nine to reheve, and 2/ smaller mills employing 27 
prisoners in separate cells. 

There are also 100 cellular machines employing that number of prisoners, 
but producing no manufacturing results, and a crank pump worked by 36 
prisoners, supplying a large quantity of the water necessary for the prison. 

Industrial labour consists of oakum and coir picking, mat making, tailoring, 
shoemaking, basket making, carpentering, bricklaying, and performing the 
necessaxy repairs, &c. of the prison. 

Many changes in the staff have taken place in the past year. The store- 
keeper, one principal warder, and two assistant warders have resigned, and 
three assistant warders have been dismissed. 

The conduct of the remaining officers has been generally satisfactory, and 
the discipline and efficiency of the prison well maintained. 

The conduct of the prisoners has been on the whole satisfactory. Serious 
offences have been very few, and in those cases requiring corporal punishment 
the " birch " only has been used. 

The sanitary condition of the prison has been most satisfactory. No in- 
fectious diseases have originated or prevailed, and there have been only two 
deaths out of 6,638 inmates. The bedding and clothing have been sufficient, 
and the dietary good ; no extra food having been issued or required during 
theyear. 

Iiie chaplain reports favourably of the behaviour of the prisoners in chapel, 
and under instruction, and that their condition is satisfactory. The altera- 
tions in the chapel have tended to lessen misconduct and to increase the atten- 
tion and apparent devotion of the prisoners. 

Materials supplied by contractors :— The governor reports that the doth 
supplied for officers' clothing does not appear to wear well; The articles of 
fooa have been good, and punctually delivered. 

The mark system, although the governor still reports unfavourably of it, 
appears to have worked satismctorily. This is proved by the immense diminu- 
tion in the number of dietary punishments : forfeiture of marks and privileges 
being sufficient checks to misconduct. 

The females have all been removed to Westminster, and their portion of the 
building filled with males, part of it being screened off for del)tors. A con- 
siderable number of cells have also been a!aded to the accommodation by con- 
version of punishment and other cells. 

This is one of the prisons selected to test the system of education, recom- 
mended by the Ck>mmittee, the results of which will be reported in October 
next.

WARWICK PRISON. 

Hard labour of the Ist class is enforced by the use of cell cranks, with 
10,000 revolutions per diem. 

Crank pump supplying the prison with water, worked for seven hours a day 
under inspection. The handles are fitted with ** ratchets, and tbough not 
balanced can be easily worked with one hand. ^-^ ,

The industrial employment consists of mat-making, shoe-making, washingp 
and uickinff oakum.

The prisoners generally have been quiet and orderly, and the awarded 
punishments just and moderate. 

'llie surgeon reports that the scale of diet is satisfactory, and the clothing 
good and sufficient. The governor fully agrees with this report. 

ITie stores supplied by the various contractors have been fairly up to the 
requirements, and all complaints promptly remedied. 

The mark system is fully carried out, works satisfactorily, and is appreciated 
by the prisoners. 

Great alterations and improvements have been effected in the structural 
condition of the prison. New store rooms and workshops have been built 
outside, and the basement cells have been added to bv opening the corridors 
more out, as in the neighbouring prison of Birmingham, where the magis- 
trates had previously made similar alterations. 

The debtor's prison has been connected with the main building by a covered 
way, and new baths have been erected. This admits of the Standing Order about 
bathing being carried out, and has much improved the atmosphere and con- 
dition of the prison. 

So much building and extra work has necessarily affected the quiet and 
usual order of the prison. But all is now in a fair wav of completion, and it 
s hoped before long to restore the place to its old standard.

WESTMINSTER PRISON. 



Prisoners have been employed making prison clothing for females and 
underclothing for males ; knitting socks and stockings, and oakum picking, 
laundry work ; and at prison service, cooking, cleaning, &c. ; and during the 
last quarter wool cutting and sorting, and paper sorting have been added as 
employment. 

The conduct of the great majority of the officers has been satisfactory, and 
that of the prisoners has been fairly good ; women sentenced to very short 
terms are still very idle and slovenly in their personal appearance, but some 
improvement has been made in both respects. 

'rhe goods and materials supplied by contract have been on the whole 
satisfactory. 

The mark system, in the opinion of the lady superintendent, has not any 
appreciable effect in restraining the unruly, and very little in stimulating 
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WESTMINSTER PRISON— con/tiwerf. 

The surgeon reports that that there have been only four deaths, and each 
has been associated with a previously debilitated constitution. There was one 
case of insanity, but the patient had been long insane. The diet generally 
has been found efficient. The clothing, varied according to the seasons, is 
sufficient; and the sanitary condition of the prison and the health of the 
prisoners have been in every respect satisfactory. 

With the approval of the Secretary of State grants are being made by this 
Department to the Elizabeth Fiy Refuge, the Refuge for the Destitute, and 
the Penitents' Home, on account of prisoners who, on liberation from this 
prison, seek the shdter and protection which these institutions are able to 
a£Pord them.

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WINCHESTER PRISON. 

Hard labour, 1st class, is carried out by tread-wheel and cranks. The tread- 
wheel can accommodate 48, exclusive of reliefs ; the crank 46. The work done 
by this machinery is f^prinding com, dressing flour, and pumping water. 

The recent '^standing order regulating spells of work and rest works well. 

The governor states that the conduct of the officers has been very satisfactory, 
and that of the prisoners generally has been good. 

The diets are not more than sufficient, and the materials supplied by the 
contractors have been good. 

The substitution of the dry earth for the watercloset system has been attended 
with much success, and the alterations necessary for the performance of this 
work have been entirely performed by prison labour. 

That the mark system, powerful as it might be made as an inducement to 
|(ood behaviour, throughout a long sentence loses its influence on the prisoner 
in eight months, but for this limited period it works admirably. 

The duties of the chaplain's office have been carried on as usual. Two 
services being performed on Sundays, Good Friday, and Christmas Day, with 
also daily prayers and a .short expository address. Prisoners not belonging to 
the Established Church can be visited by ministers of their respective per- 
suasions. 

The surgeon reports that the health of the prisoners has been very good, 
and that no epidemic has occurred. There were treated in the infirmaries seven 
males and one female ; and there were three deaths (males). One thousand 
and ninety-five males were treated in cells, and 109 females. The quality of 
the provisions has been good, but in some cases not sufficient without extra 
food. The bedding, clothing, and general arrangements have been satis- 
factory.

Hard labour of 1st class is carried on by two tread-wheels, one grinding 
com, the other pumping water, afPording ample means for employing all the 
prisoners in the first stage. 

Industrial employment consists of brush and mat making, oakum picking, 
tailoring, and performing the necessary repairs and alterations of the prison. 

The conduct of the officers has been very satisfactory, and the cleanliness, 
order, and discipline of the whole establishment deserve great praise. 

The prisoners generally have been orderly and well behaved, excepting some 
females transferred from Birmingham, whose conduct was so riotous that the 
visiting committee recommended criminal proceedings to be taken against 
them, and they were sentenced to a further term of imprisonment. 

The mark system has been fully carried out, and has been found to work 
satisfactorily. 

Great alterations and additions have been made in the structural accommo- 
dation of the prison, by which considerable improvements have been effected

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YORK PRISON. 

Hard labour of the 1st class is carried out by the tread-wheel, which 
accommodates 24 prisoners, and drives a circular saw. 

Other hard labour consists of wood chopping, oakum picking, carpentering, 
coopering, marble polishing, basket making, &c., and in all these the results 
have been satisfactory, although occasionally small. 

The chief trade is in wood chopping. The branches of newly felled trees, 
termed " toppings " are plentiful in the neighbourhood, and cut up into very 
fair firewooQ. Since 1878 a great quantity of it has been supplied to the 
commissariat for kindling purposes in the barracks of the northern district. 
There is also a good trade in nrewood in the city of York. 

Basket making has been developed as a trade, but the goods manufactured 
have been for pnson use, rather than for local sale, as the work is one much 
followed by the indigent blind in York with whom it seemed unfair to compete. 
Coopering has been carried on sufficiently to idlow of York supplying buckets 
and tubs to other prisons. A nimiber of wheelbarrows have also been turned 
out ; and in the fenude prison a fair amount of washing has been done for 
outside. 

The conduct of the officers has been good ; one was unfortunately detected 
in trafficking with a prisoner's friends, and was dismissed summarily. 

The conduct of the prisoners has improved, and there has been a marked 
diminution in prison reports. 

The new dietaries have given satisfaction. Owing to the failure of the 
potato crop locally the substitutes have been much used, and have been found 
very acceptable. The new clothing is approved of. 

Goods and materials supplied by contractors have been fairly satisfactory. 

The governor expresses himself greatly pleased with the system of progressive 
stages, which, however, he is anxious to extend to prisoners sentenced to less 
than 28 days' imprisonment. 

No structural alterations have been made in the prison, as nothing short of 
complete reconstruction can remedy its many faults and disadvantisiges as a 
prison building. But numerous small services tending to improve the existing 
bad arrangements have been carried out. A better kitchen with ovens and 
other necessary appliances has been planned, and is far on towards completion; 
it is situated m one of the disused lavatories, the other of which will shortly 
be converted into general stores, which are greatly needed at York. A 
temporarv water supply has been laid on to the various prison blocks, a service 
also much required. 

The prison of York Castle although covering a large area, and representing 
an enormous original outlav, provides but little cell accommodation, and that 
of a very unsatisfactory kind. The place as it stands now can only be explicitly 
and conclusively condemned. 

The chaplain is satisfied with the mark system, but would like to see it 
extended to prisoners of less than one month's sentence. He states that the 
library books are much sought after, and the books recently received will in. 
due time form a most useful, instructive, if not a valuable library .

" many other advantages would result if the military prisoners

" possible to the head-quarters of the military districts, or to the 
" stations where, ordinarily, the largest number of troops are 
" assembled, but this could not be effected without incurring 
" some expense in building. Short seutences of 42 days, or 
" perhaps three months, as suggested in my last report, might 
'* be carried out in garrison provost establishments." 

7» A joint departmental Committee having been appointed by 
the Home Secretary and the Secretary of State for War in 
August last, to consider the question of having a separate prison 
or prisons for railitaiy prisoners, sentenced to terms of imprison- 
ment other than penal servitude for breach of discipline, and 
under which of the two Departments the management and 
government of such prisons should be placed, and also as to the 
treatment of prisoners so sentenced and imprisoned, and their 
Report being now before you, it is unnecessary for me to add 
anything on the subject.

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BARBADOS. 

Extracts from the Report of the Chief Warder in charge. 

There has been no change in the management or discipline of the 
prison since my annual report of 1878. 

Extract from the Report of the Medical Officer. 

The sanitaiy condition of the prison has been very satisfactory, there 
are 68 light cells and 2 dark. 

48 cells, 910 cubic feet, and 12 cells 294 cubic feet, ventikted in 
roof I foot square. Two windows 8 feet high, measuring 2 ft. 3 in. by 
1 ft. 6 in. opposite to each other, and two gratings level with the flooring, 
6 m. by 9 in. 

The drinking water is good, and supplied from the Barbados Water 
Company.

The conduct of most of the prisoners has been very good. 

The health of the prisoners has been very good. The Medical 
OiBcer's report enters very fully into the subject. 

The diet has been ample and excellent. 

The prison officers and servants have (with one exception) continued 
to perform their duties most satisfactorily. 

The warders have been allowed to receive their additional pay by 
annual increments of \d, inst<}ad of \d. ns formerly. It would be a great 
boon if the indulgence were extended to the prison servants, who now 
receive their annual increments of one farthing. 

Nothing exceptional has occurred during the year. 

Extracts from the Report of the Me<iical Officer. 

During the past year no alterations have been made in the prison 
buildings, nor in the duties or dietary of the prisoners. 

Health inspections are made twice a week, and prisoners carefully 
examined, to ascertain their freedom from disease, and their ability, 
without detriment to their health, to continue the punishments awarded 
to them. In no case for several years past has shot exorcise induced 
any appreciable disease. 



DUBLIN. 

Extracts from the Report of the Governor. 

Four hundred and sixty-seven prisoners were admitted during the 
year 1879, a number in excess of the previous year, as compared withj 
the average strength of the troops stationed in the district. >09lC 
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Extracts from the Report of the Medical Officer. 

Since the report for the ye^ir 1878 was furnished no alterations or 
additions of any importance have been made in the prison or out- 
buildings, which, on the whole, are in a healthy and satisfactory 
condition. 

Having only had charge of the prison for the last two months of the 
year embraced in this return, my observations on the medical aspect of 
the prison management are necessarily somewhat limited. 



GOSPORT. 

Extracts from the Report of the Grovernor. 

In forwarding the Statistical Record, together with the Medical 
Officer's report and weights of prisoners, for the year 1879, I have the 
honour to report that the general conduct of the prisoners has been 
good ; in one case only was corporal punishment inflicted, and that for 
repeated acts of insubordination. No case occurred during the past 
year in which it was necessary to use the dark cell. 

The number of prison offences may appear large, but they are princi- 
pally for idleness in neglecting to pick the proper quantity of oakum ; 
although the weight required by regulations is much less than in former 
years, it appears almost impossible with some men to pick even the 
reduced allowance. 

The conduct of the warders and servants during the past year has 
been good. 

Extracts fix)m the Report of the Medical Officer. 

No change has been made in the prison buildings during the year, 
except tiiat two of the sheds for shot drill have been screened in on 
one side to protect the prisoners from the wind. 

The heating apparatus was out of order for some time in the last 
quarter, so that the temperature fell below what was desirably. The 
prisoners were then allowed their beds. 

The general sanitary condition of the prison has been very good. 

The usual prison diet has been given, and it has not been found neces- 
sary to change it on any occasion. 

In conclusion, I may say that the general health of the prisoners was 
very good. 



GIBRALTAR. 

Extracts from thp. Report of tlie Chief Warder in cbaT»<»ft. 
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year to a few days. In addition to the two penal servitude as above, 
there were 20 men sentenced to be discharged with ignominy, and two 
were discharged as incorrigible bad characters. 

The crimes have been much the same as in previous years ; there were 
53 for insubordination, 35 disgraceful conduct, 6 desertion, 192 drunken- 
ness, the remainder were " breaking out of barracks," ** absence," &c. 

There has been a slight change in the routine of labour during the 
year. In addition to the 1st and 2nd class prisoners being employed on 
the public works outside the prison, a local general order has sanctioned 
men of the 3rd class who liave been over 56 days in prison being em- 
ployed on the outside works. 

ExTKACTS from the Repoet of the Medical Officer. 

The state of health of the prisoners has been satisfactory. 
The prisoners' labour has not been pi-ejudicial \o health. 
The officers, servants, women, and children have enjoyed good health 
during the year. 



GLENCORSK 
Extracts from the Report of the Chief Warder in charge. 

The number of prisoners admitted during the year was 294, being 
only one less than that of the previous year. 

As in former years, desertion is the prevailing crime for which 
soldiers are committed to military prisons ; for this crime alone above 
200 were admitted, making an increase of 26 as compared with that of 
last year. 

There is, however, a marked decrease in the number of admissions 
for absence without leave, there being only 14, against 53 admissions 
for this offence for the previous year. 

Extracts from the Report of the Medical Officer. 

It is satisfactory to be able to report favoumbly as to the general 
medical statistics of this district military prison for 1879. 

The average number of prisoners on the " sick list " daily has been 
small, while the total number of fresh admissions on this list during the 
1 2 months has been few. Only two prisoners were sent from prison to 
hospital, prior to the completion of their terms of imprisonment, and no 
deaths took place during the year, either among the prisoners, the prison 
oiiiciab, or the families of the latter. 

1^0 particular disease has been very prevalent among the prisoners 
during the ye^ir, and the general health nouiintained among prisoners 
not admitted on the "sick list " has been, on the whole, aatistactory. 



HALIFAX, N. S. 



Extracts from the Report of the Chief Warder in ^^**|6^'OOqIc 
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leiiving the station, and 8 naval amd military prisoners sent home to 
complete their sentences, some being deserters from other regiments. 

" Drunkenness*' as usual heads the list of crimes, but less by far than 
the year previous, being only 39 against 64. ** Insubordination " comes 
next, being 21. '* Absence" and "crimes not included, &c.," being 
each 15, with " desertion " 14. The others are but small. 

The diet issued has been good, the bread and meat being supplied 
through the Commissariat Department, while the other articles come 
direct from the contractor. The quality of the milk has been excellent. 
There has been no rejection of any of the articles so supplied. The old 
scale of diet is still used, and works well. The cost of a prisoner's 
ration this year has averaged only 4|<f. per diem. 

As far ns circumstances permit, the discipline of the prison has been 
caiTied out in strict accordance with the rules and regulations. A 
certain (quantity of broken stone is required daily from each man so 
employed, regulated of course by the number of hours he is so 
employed, and a certain weight of junk is issued to each man for liis 
evening's work. Shot drill is regularly performed, more jmrticuLirly 
during the winter of this year, as J have arranged a post at the lower 
end of the stone shed for the performance of this work in winter, as the 
number of prisoners were but few. The 1st class not averaging over 
6 men, I exempted them from shot drill for the performance of other 
work, viz., assistant cook, orderly man, washerman, &c., &c. Shovelling 
and carting away snow forms part of the winter employment. During 
summer prisoners for 42 days and under are employed in the quarry 
near the prison getting gravel, si one for breaking, or in the repair of 
roads and fences in the vicinity of the island, or in cutting timber or 
brushwood, should it be required by the Royal Engineer l5epartment. 
The repair of all prison clothing, as well as boots and shoes, also the 
prison washing generally, is done by the prisoners. 

Tlie conduct of the prisoners generally has been good. 14 men were 
punished by Visitors in dark and light cells. The 24 cases as shown 
punished by me were in reality confined to about four men, who were 
punished so many times, idle, worthless characters, and who have been 
discharged from the service since leaving prison. The minor punish- 
ments, though many in number, were only for slight offences, such as 
idleness at work or at drill, breaking the rule of silence, or the iion- 
perfonuance of tiieir daily tasks. All men sentenced to penal servitude, 
or to be dischai'ged from the service, are now sent to this prison, instead 
of to the civil jail, to await an opportunity of their being sent home. 
This will of course bring to the prison a woi-se class of men than 
foi'merly ; and, as far as it has been in my power, 1 have kept such 
separated from the ordinary class of prisoners. The proposed addition 
of six new cells, with the four in use, will, I hope, permit me to cairy 
my plan into effect. 

The conduct of the warders generally has been good, and the lines 
inflicted but few. They have all done their best to assist me in main- 
taining and carrying out the discipline of the prison. One warder of 
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Water supply, from two wells on the main land, close to the island ; 
he supply is good and unfailing. 

The prison is a long building 150 x 50 feet. The ground floor is 
divided into two compartments by a wall, the smaller of the two is a 
baiTack for the detachment stationed there, and the larger is tlie sleeping 
room for the prisoners. 

The barrack room measures 49x39^V^1^3 ^^^*'» «?i^^"o «*• c^b'^c 
space of 1,269 feet, and an area of 86 feet to each of the 22 men in the 
detachment. 

The prisoners* barrack room measui'es 94 X 48 X 14-j\, feet, giving a 
cubic space of 66,176 feet, and an area of 4,512 feet, allowing for stove, 
bed, and bedding, there remaining upwards of 1,200 cubic feet each for 
50 prisoners, and the average for the year has been 31§^g^J. 

The sick ward is separated from the prisoners' room by a wall, its 
measurements are 48 x 15 x l^^^t giving 10,560 feet of cubic space, and 
an area of 720 feet, more than sufficient for its ordinary requirements. 

The warders' quarters are above the prisoners' room, and the detach- 
ment barrack room immediately under the roof. They have two rooms 
each ; they are badly ventilated, and are not well adapted for the 
purpose for which they are used. 

Ventilation is by means of shafts and windows, and is sufficient for 
warming ; cold stoves are used, and are sufficient. 

The walls are whitewashed when required, and the floor is constantly 
scrubbed. In summer tlie prisoners wash in the bath room, in winter in 
their own room. 

The cells are four in number, and are in a stone building in the 
prison yard. They are well ventilated and warmed. 

Latrines are buiU over the sea, so that the excreta is constantly 
washed away. The urinals are the same. 

No change has taken place in the diet. Each prisoner sleeps as a 
soldier on guard for the first seven nights of his imprisonment. 
Prisoners of the 2nd and 3rd classes have their beds according to 
regulation. Those of the first every night, on very cold nights in v/inter 
all, aie allowed beds and extra blankets. The clothing suitable to the 
climate. 

The prisoners have had their usual employment, stone breaking, 
cutting wood, and picking oakum in the evenings, and shot drill accord- 
ing to regulation. 

The number of prisoners at Melville Island has been much less during 
the past year than it has been for some yeiirs. 

The general health of the prisoners has been very good, the admis- 
sions to sick ward 22 for the year, seven of which are from ague from 
the 101 St Regiment, four tonsillitis of a mild character, one case of 
acute rheumatism remained at the station hospital, the other cases were 
minor in character. 

The health of the warders and their families good, and that of the 
detachment very good.

The discipline of the prison has been carried out as reported in my 
last annual report, and with a satisfactory result. There has been a 
marked improvement in the conduct of the prisoners during the year ; 
only a few cases (and these chiefly men who had been discharged from 
other corps as incorrigible and worthless charactei-s) requiring to be 
dealt with by the visitors, and those not of a veiy serious nature, 
corporal punishment being in no instance inflicted or awarded, nor 
confinement in a dark cell. 

One man who had been three times previously convicted for desertion, 
undergoing a sentence of 588 days' imprisonment, was no less than 
46 times reported for idlenej»s, in not picking his allowance of oakum, 
and general dirty habits. He was of a very sulky, morose disposition. 
He would do his work for two or three weeks at a time, and then 
could not be got to do anything until after he had been punished by 
deprivation of suppers, and afterwards being placed on bread and water 
for two or three days in succession, when ho would again, resume his 
work ; this was repeated again and again. Everything was tried to 
induce him to reform, but without avail ; he was ultimately authorized 
to be discharged the ser\^ice, and removed to a civil gaol shortly before 
his sentence expired. 



MALTA. 
Extracts from the Rkport of the Governor. 

The number of admissions during the past year were 474, being a 
decrease of 174 in the number atlmitted in 18T8. The strength of the 
garrison and fleet was, however, much reduced during the last six 
months, the channel squadron having left this station in July. 

Of the 474 admitted, 241 belonged to the army, 233 to the navy.

The patiol 
jacket now issued, though much smarter in appearance, is inferior in 
material to tiio frock coat.

MILLBANK PRISON. 
(MiLri'ARY Division.) 

Extracts from the Governor's Report. 

Conduct, — Considering the known bad character of the majority of 
those who have been in the prison, i.e., men discharged the army, it is 
to be wondered that the cases of misconduct have not been more 
frequent. It has always been observed that the prisou conduct of those 
men who know they are to be discharged the army at the expiration of 
their sentences of imprisonment is worse than of those who expect to 
rejoin their corps. On the whole, the conduct and industry of these 
men has been fair, and, witli one or two exceptions, no serious cases of 
misconduct have occurred. 

Deaths. — Two military prisoners have died. 

Suicides, — ^None. 

Escapes. — None have taken place, or been attempted. 

Note. — No military prisoners have been received since the SOtli 
October 1879 ; consequently, since that date the daily numbers have 
declined. 

Employment, — There has been no shot drill since the 7th November 
1879, as, since that date, there have been no military prisoners in con- 
finement subject to hard labour of the first class. 

Extracts from the Report of the Medical Officer. 

The majority of the military prisoners having been removed for 
foreign service, the residue consisted chiefly of men who were no longer 
in the army, and, believing themselves to be released from the restraint 
of discipline, still further displayed their reputation for worthleasneas by 
insubordination and malingering. 

Deaths. — Two soldiers died during the period embraced by this 
Report ; one from the effects of an abscess within the brain, and the 
other from the rupture of an aneurism.

GENERAL PRISONS BOARD, IRELAND. 



TO HIS EXCELLENCY FRANCIS THOMAS EARL COWPER, K.Q.

Dublin Caatle, 31st July, 1880; 

May it please tour Excellency, 

1. We have the honour, as required by Statute, to submit this^**i yjc«» 
our Second Annual Report on the condition of the prisons and** '*' ' 
prisoners within our jurisdiction, .and with respect to the 
registration of criminals. 

2. In our first Report we explained in detail the several steps 
adopted by us to give effect to the provisions of the new Prisons 
Act from the first constitution of our Board in November, 1877, 
up to that period,* and we shall now submit, in the same manner, 
the nature of our further proceedings during the past year — 
referring successively to the different branches of our depart- 
mental duties in connexion with 1, the Local Prisons; 2, the 
Convict Prisons ; 3, the Registration of Criminals, in the order 
here indicated. 

I.— The Local Peisons. 

3. In our former Report it was explained that there had been Number of 
transferred to our control on the 1st April, 1878, 38 Local i^BrfdlweL 
Prisons, and 95 Bridewells — 52 of the latter having, however, 

been closed on our recommendation in August, 1878. thereby 
reducing the number of that class of prisons, at the date of our 
Report, to 43. 

4. We fui'ther explained therein the nature of the arrangements 
we had made for the classification and appropriation, with 
reference to sentences, both of the portions of the Moimtjoy 
Male and Female Convict Prisons no fonger required for convict 
purposes, and of the 38 Local Prisons handed over to us, as -w^eU 
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5. With a slight modification, which we subsequently found it 
advisable to make in our original proposal as to this, the scheme 
so submitted by us was in due course fully ratified, and an 
order to give eflect to it was on the 6th of April, 1879, issued by 
the Lord Lieutenant, pursuant to the provision contained in 
section 30 of the Prisons Act. 
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6. By virtue of this order the following 11 Local Prisons, 
viz.: — Carlow, Carrick-on-Shannon, Cavan, Ennis, Enniskillen, 
Lifibrd, Longford. Monaghan, Roscommon, Trim, and Wicklow, 
have been now discontinued as ordinary prisons, and reduced to 

19&20V., practically the status of "certified" Bridewells — that is prisons 

» ■• 2«- m which only prisoners on remand, or whose sentences do not 

exceed a term of seven days' imprisonment are confined. 

7. So far as time has yet admitted of our forming a judgment, 
we think we are justified in concluding that the change so made 
promises to realize in all respects the advantages anticipated 
from its adoption, but as the arrangements connected with it, 
though decided upon at a much earlier date, were not brought 
into practical operation till the 15th April, its actual results — 
financial and otherwise — cannot legitimately come under review 
till the close of the current year, on the Ist April, 1881. 

8. Of the 43 Bridewells already referred to, a reduction of 7 
in the number retained for use haa been, also, already efiected — 
thus reducing the present number to 36 — a number which may 
hereafter prove susceptible of some, though probably not of any 
considerable further diminution. 

9. Of the numerous body of officers whose services were 
rendered unnecessary by these several changes, we were enabled, 
without much difficulty or delay, to provide suitable employment 
for the great majority of the subordinate officers and 4 of the 
Governors by absorption, as vacancies presented themselves, in 
the other Prisons under our control, and to those for whom 
no provision of this nature could be made, compensation, where 
they were entitled to it, was awarded, in accordance with the 
circumstances of the respective cases, and the established regu- 
lations of the Treasury Department. 

It may be observed that under the above arrangement the 
following reduction in the staff has been effected, viz: — 11 
Governors, 16 Medical Officers and Apothecaries, and 27 Chaplains 
— ^whose salaries amounted in the aggregate to £2,980 yearly. 

10. We took occasion to explain in our previous report the 
circumstances which had unavoidably delayed till June, 1879, 
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the existence of a considerable conflict of professional opinion on 

this subject, we decided, before taking any step, to await the 

expiration of a full year's practical experience of its working, and 

then, when they could be thus regarded as being entitled to 

speak with a greater weight of authority upon it, to invite from 

the several Medical Officers a full report as to the general suit- ♦ por Dietary, 

ability of the dietary* for its purpose. »«« Appendix'. 

1 2. This course we have accordingly followed — ^but the views sub- Conflictbg 
mitted to us, in answer to our circular letter on the subject, were JPJji**"? *" 
found to differ from each other so widely and irreconcilably, that officers, 
in dealing with a matter of such vital importance as this, we con- 
sidered it best under the circumstances to place the entire corres- 
pondence before the Executive — accompanied by a strong recom- 
mendation from ourselves that the final settlement of the question 

should be referred toacompetent medical commission — arecommen- Medical Com- 
dation to which we venture to express our hope that your Excel- minion, 
lency may be pleased to extend your most favorable consideration. 

13. We found it necessary last year to express the strong Architect, 
opinion we entertained that much economy, both of time and 
money, would result from the addition to our staff of an officer 
experienced in engineering and architectural affairs — a want 
which, we are glad to add, has been since supplied by the Trea- 
sury sanction, subsequently given, to the employment by us of a 
skilled architect, for a limited period of three years. 

14. With this valuable aid we have been already enabled to Buildings, &c. 
provide very satisfactorily, as well as very economically, for the 
execution of a large number of most necessary works and gee Appendix, 
alterations relating to the heating, lighting, and various other Table xix. 
internal arrangements of several of the local prisons — and other 
changes of the same kind are now, under our architect's direction, 

either in actual progress or in immediate contemplation. A con- 
siderable time must still elapse, however, before we can reasonably 
hope to compass everything connected with the state of our prison 
buildings that, in our judgment, calls for improvement at our nands. 

15. It has been our constant aim to utilize prison labour to the Prison Labour, 
utmost possible extent in all operations of this description — the 
contract system and paid labour being only resorted to in cases 

where from the nature of the work to be done — as in plumbing, 
gasfitting, &c., &c. — the former agency was inapplicable. 

16. In the heaviest local prison operations as yet undertaken convict labour 
bv us, namely, those connected with the extensive alterations *" ^oc*i 
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still more important and extensive additions to our present local 
prison accommodation now under consideration, and the execution 
of which if found feasible is calculated, in our opinion, to yield, 
beside other advantages, a large ultimate reduction in the working 
expenses of our system. 

The following are the most important additions to existing 
buildings which we have already either quite or nearly completed 
chiefly by prison labour, viz. : — 

A female prison at Naas, consisting of 23 cells, and other re- 
quirements for separate confinement — the accommodation for this 
class in that prison having been hitherto of a very insufficient 
and inferior character. 

In Cork Male Prison we have completed, by tha same means, 
21 additional cells, and 15 others are nearly ready, fully furnished, 
and provided with all the legal requirements for separate con- 
finement. 

Although from the costly nature of the works at Maryborough 
Prison we have not yet made ^11 the necessary improvements 
there, we hope shortly to have 48 cells fitted and furnished with 
aU the legal requirements for separate confinement, which will 
enable us to accommodate a larger working party, and so expedite 
the completion of the alterations now in progress at that prison. 

17. In the Appendix will be found separate reports on the 
several local prisons, as required by section 15 of the Prisons Act, 
and to which we take leave to refer for detailed information as 
to the condition and working of each during the past year. 

18. It has frequently occurred during the past year that the 
accommodation afibrded in particular prisons has become suddenly 
exhausted, but a ready remedy for this, whenever it arises, is 
provided in the power vested in the Lord Lieutenant to authorize 
the transfer of prisoners from any one gaol to any other, a resource 
of which we have accordingly in all such cases at once availed 
ourselves, and which has in every instance that has as yet occurred 
proved fully adequate to enable us to cope successfully with eveiy 
difficulty of this description with which we have been anywhere 
called upon to deal. 

19. It has been seen from our former report that in Cork and 
Limerick — in both of which two separate prisons came under 
our control — we appropriated one in each case as an exclusively 
male, and the other as an exclusively female prison ; and since 
April last, we have adopted a similar arrangement in respect to 
the two adjoining prisons of Dundalk and Drogheda ; the former 
being now used only for the reception of male, and the latter for 
femide prisoners. In this instance, however, the arrangement was 
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system of prison management, to the several medical officers ; 
the scale in the firat instance laid down for this purpose by the 
Treasury Department having failed to meet with any general 
acceptance. 

Ultimately the question was referred for inquiry to a committee, 
consisting of the Chairman of our Board, the Medical Com- 
missioner of the Local Government Board, and the Assistant Under- 
Secretary ; and we are glad to add, as the result of tUs measure, 
that a scheme much more favourable to the claims of the 
medical officers has since received the sanction of their lordships, 
and so far as we are aware, has, upon the whole, given satisfaction 
to those immediately concerned. 

21. We took occasion last year to express our regret that, up Diieharged 
to that time no advantage whatever had been taken in Ireland o!|j®?*"' ^^^ 
of the provisions contained in the Act of 1877, with respect to g^^^^'this 
the establishment and recognition of Discharged Prisoners' Aid 40 & 41 Vic, 
Societies, and we are sorry to be obliged on the present occasion «v*^»*^* **" 
to repeat the expression of the same feeling. With the solitary 
exception of the " Belfast Prison Gate Mission," which was re- 
cognised in November last, by a certificate imder the hand of the 

Chief Secretary, as a " Certified Prisoners* Aid Society " for Pro- 
testant prisoners, the provisions above referred to still continue, 
we regret to find, as far as this country is concerned, absolutely 
inoperative. 

22. In England, where the great practical value of these organi- England, 
zations is more fully appreciated, many such societies already 
exist, and the importance attached to them there by those best 
qualified to judge on the subject, may be inferred from the fol- 
lowing passage taken from the Second Annual Report of the 
English Commissioners of Prisons, viz. : — 

'' As respects the grant of aid in addition to the gratuity on account 
of their industry in prison, it is in our opinion essentially necessary to 
success, that the co-operation of many persons unconnected with the 
prisons should be secured, in order that by their aid, and through their 
interest, the prisoners, whom it is desir^ to assist, may be provided 
with employment, and in some measure watched over with friendly 
interest ; and we hope that in due time there may be in connexion wiUi 
every prison a society which will iindertake these important duties." 

23. In the Appendix will be found the detailed statement pre- PonUiiments. 
scribed by sec. 15 of the Prisons Act, of " all punishments of any 

kind which may have been inflicted within each prison, and the «•• Appendix, 
offences for which such punishments were inflictea." * * * 

These punishments, with the exception of a few cases in which 
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and an increased amount of industry, as the officers have become 
more familiar with the operation of the new rules and system. 

24. The particulars required by sec. 16 of the Act to be annually 
furnished tor the information of Parliament " as to the various 
trades and manufacturing processes carried on in each of the 
prisons," and " as to the commercial value of the labours, and the 

See Appendix, number of prisoners employed," will be found set forth in detail 
in the reports upon each of the prisons already referred to in 
Paragraph 17, and in Table XXI. 

We may on this point be permitted to repeat here what we 
last year took occasion to observe as to this — ^namely, that " as yet 
our industrial labour has not been developed as extensively as we 
could wish "; but the early difficulties which beset us in this 
respect are now gradually disappearing. 

25. The usual educational statistics relating to the prisoners 
committed during the past year will be found in the Appendix, 
and from this record it will be observed that out of tne total 
number of 44,659, as many as 1 6,870, or considerably more than 
one-third, are returned as being " wholly illiterate "; while only 
19,691, or considerably less than one-half, are stated to be able 
to both " read and write." 

In Table IX. is shown the number of prisoners in attendance 
at school during the year, the number of teachers employed, and 
the time allotted daily for instruction in earch prison. 

In our former report we explained the difficulties which 
had led to the then recent loss of the advantages formerly enjoyed 
from the connexion of our Prison Schools with the National 
Board of Education. 

We have since then been enabled to substitute in some of the most 
important of our long-sentence prisons instruction in collective 
classes for that of the separate cellular system ; but before making 
any general change of arrangement we have thought it advisable 
to await the result of some experiments which are now, as we 
learn, being tried in the English Local Prisons, and with the exact 
particulars of which we hope to be made acquainted as soon as 
a conclusion has been come to. 

26. From the intimate connexion usually found to exist between 
pauperism and crime some sensible increase in the number of 
criminals might not unreasonably have been looked for during the 
past year, as compared with that immediately preceding it. It 
is, however, deserving of special observation here that, notwith- 
standing the intense severity of the strain to which the poorer 
classes have been undoubtedly exposed during the past season in 
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27. While prison statistics thus exhibit a decrease of numbers Compamtive 
for the past as compared with the preceding year, the returns of statistics of 
pauperism for the same period point, it will be seen, in the opposite JaJStSo? **' 
direction. 

In the last report of the Local Government Board it is stated 
that : —

And it is added : — 

" This inci'ease in the numbers relieved does not, however, indicate the 
full extent of the distress which has prevailed throughout the greater part 
of Ireland during the past winter, the poor in many districts having been 
supported and provided with clothing and bedding from funds supplied 
by the Committee of the Duchess of Slarlborough*8 Relief Fimd, by the 
Mansion House Committee, and from other charitable sources." 

These facts and figures will speak for themselves, and we venture 
to submit that the conclusion may be not unfairly deduced from 
them that the decrease — inconsiderable though it as yet be — 
which has under such exceptionally adverse circumstances taken 
place in the number of committals to prison is, in some measure 
at least, to be ascribed to the deteiTent influence which an im- 
proved and uniform system of prison discipline is even already 
beginning to exercise upon the criminally-disposed classes of the 
community. 

28. In our last report we submitted three abstracts — the two See pp. 14, 15. 
first dealing with the numbers in custody in all the local prisons 
of Ireland from 1851 to 1879 ; and the third showing the number 
of commitments and the daily average number in custody during 
each year from 1854 to 1878 ; and similar abstracts, bringing 
these returns down to the present year, are now subjoined : —

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Thus the total number of 44,669 commitments for the past See Arjpendix, 
year, it will be seen represented only 29,916 different individuals Table YI. 
— 818 of this number having been previously committed upwards 
of twenty times, and 1,041 from twelve to twenty times, while 
only 18,183 are classed as not having been in prison before the 
1st AprU, 1879. 

Table XI., in the Appendix, deals with juvenile offenders, i.e., Jav«ailw- 
piisoners not exceeding 16 years of age, of which there were 
1,068 males and 187 females, committed in the year ending 31st 
March, 1880, being a total of 1,255 commitments of prisoners of 
this class. Of this number 286 males and 69 females were sup- 
plied by Dublin alone — being more than one-fourth of the male, 
and more than one-third of the female juveniles committed — a 
state of facts, as regards the youth of Dublin, which goes far to 
account for the exceptional largeness of the normal contributions 
of the city to our criminal calendar. 

Of the total number of juveniles committed, 118 males and 25 
females were under 12 years of age. 

, Committals of this class have been adversely commented upon 
by all the best and highest authorities on the subject, the im- 
prisonment of children of tender years being admittedly cal- 
culated to harden rather than reform their natures, while it 
affixes a stigma to their characters larely removed in after life, 
and which it is obvious must tend to force them into early and 
injurious association with offenders of the worst and most dan- 
gerous type. 

29. It has been already stated that since the date of our last Bridewells, 
report, the reduction made in 1878, in the number of bridewells, 
viz., from 95 to 43, has been during the past year followed 
up by a further reduction to 36 in the number now maintained, 
and in the subjoined abstract is shown the total number of 
committals to prisons of this class made during each year from 
1850 to 1880, both inclusive, viz. : —

34. In the Appendix will be found the usual Reports and 
returns relating to the four Convict Prisons of Mountjoy Male, 
Spike Island, Mountjoy Female, and Lusk respectively, and 
which afford full information as to the working and general 
condition of each establishment. 

35. The entire unsuitability of Spike Island, owing to its Spike Island, 
structural arrangements, for the purposes of a Convict Prison 

has been long since conceded on all hands. 

Captain Barlow, who had for several years acted as sole 
director of the Irish Convict Prisons, observed as to this, in his 
last Report, as follows : —

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buildings originally intended for Militaiy Barracks, For years the 
class of convicts has been becoming worse, more inclined to violence, . 
and less reclaimable." 

R^ c ^h^'id^ "^^ similar testimony has been from time to time borne to the 
Appendix^ °' Same eflFoct by other highly competent witnesses.* 

36. Under these circumstances, it caused us no surprise to find 
the recent Penal Servitude Conomission reporting, on the 14th of 
July, 1879, as one of the many valuable conclusions to which their 
exhaustive inquiry had led them : — 

'' That the prison at Spike Island be discontinued,'' 

a conclusion in which, it is almost unnecessary to add, we, in every 
respect, most fully concur. 

37. The difficulties in the way of providing a suitable substi- 
tute anywhere else have, however, proved to be very formidable, 
and though the subject has long engaged, and is still en- 
gaging, the anxious attention both of the Executive Government, 
and our own Board, no satisfactory solution of it has been as yet 
reached, the several projects so far started having been each suc- 
cessively, for on6 reason or another, put aside. 

38. The several other recommendations contained in the Com- 
missioners' report relating to the Irish convict system, have also 
met with our cordial concurrence, and v/e have already taken the 
necessary steps for giving full practical effect to them at the 
earliest possible date. 

Mark «ptem. 39. The assimilation of the Irish system of recording marks to 
that pursued in England, for which the Commissioners have ex- 
pressed so decided a preference, is a task, it is unnecessary to re- 
mark, of considerable magnitude, requiring from the officers en- 
gaged upon it much care and labour in the mastery of the nume- 
rous and intricate details it involves, but from the stage now 
reached in our preparatory arrangements for effecting the change 
we think we can confidently calculate upon being very shortly in 
a position to report its complete accomplishment. 

Dicurics. 40. With respect to the question of the Irish Convict Dietaries 

the Commissioners have reported that the evidence taken by 
them, " shows that they demand careful consideration." We fully 
recognise the importance of this conclusion, and have accordingly 
already taken leave to suggest that the Medical Commission, the 
appointment of which, as described in paragraph 12 of this report, 
we have considered it advisable to recommend, in relation to the 
Dietary of the Local Prisons, should be likewise intrusted with 
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vention of Crimes Act, 1871, 34 & 35 V., c. 112, which repeals 
the above Act of 1869, it is further provided (sec. 6) : — 

1. " That registers of all persons convicted of crime in the United 
Kingdom shall be kept in such form, and contain such particulars, as may, 
from time to time, be prescribed by (in Ireland) the Lord Lieutenant." 

and 

2. " That (in Ireland) the Lord Lieutenant may make regulations as 
to the photographing of all prisoners convicted of crime who may be, 
for the time being, confined in any prison." 

42. The number of prisoners registered and photographed in pur- 
suance of this enactment proved to be not only very considerable 
in itself, but moreover, necessarily included many respecting 
whom the information which the Registry was designed to supply 
was never likely to prove of any practical value whatever ; while 
the labour of conducting searches amongst so large a number of 
names, and descriptions militated seriously against the usefulness 
of the register as a ready means of identification. 

43j To remedy this undoubted defect in the legislation of 1871, a 
short amending Act was passed in 1876, entitled, " The Preven- 
tion of Crimes Act Amendment," 39 & 40 V., c. 23, which pro- 
vides (sec. 2), that — 

" In Ireland the Lord Lieutenant may, from time to time, by order, 
prescribe the class or classes of prisoners to which the enactments of the 
Pi-e vention of Crimes Act of 1871, relating to registry and photographing 
are, for the time being, to apply." 

44. In pursuance of this provision orders were made in June, 
1877, by which the classes to which the Act of 1871 was in future 
to apply are defined to be : — 

(1.) Every " habitual criminal," that is, every person convicted 
on indictment of certain specified crimes, a previoi^ 
conviction of any such specified crime being pr-^ 
against him. 

(2.) Every person who having been convicted of any sir ' 
crime is discharged from a sentence of pe' 

45. The practical efiect of the alteration ju^ 
state of the law bearing on this subject w^' 
reference to thq subjoined statistics of +^

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46. The reduction here shown in the figures for the two last years 
of the series is, it will be observed, very large, and it may be fur- 
ther added that while it has aflforded greatly increased facilities 
for the prompt identification of all criminals of the class, the Re- 
gistry was really intended for, it has been attended with no 
counterbalancing loss or inconvenience of any sort, the information 
supplied having been always found almost absolutely valueless, in 
practice, as regards the classes of prisoners now excluded by this 
change from the operation of the system. 

Aiijbabeticai 47^ Jq the year 1877 a commencement was made in this office in 
cnminaU. the preparation of a complete alphabetical register of all habitual 
32 & 33 Vic, criminals who have been liberated, subject to the penalties of sec- 
*• ^^' . tion 8 of the Habitual Criminals Act, 1869, or of sections 7 and 8 
l^ui^ ^**''' of the Prevention of Crimes Act, 1871, but the work was then 
soon after suspended. 

It has been recently, however, resumed, and is now being ac- 
tively pressed forward to completion. 

48. The importance of such a record as this in the administration 
of thecriminallawof the country cannot be over-estimated, but the 
work is one necessarily involving a vast amount of labour and 
care in its compilation, as maybe inferred from the fact that, besides 
containing the office registration number, and the names alpha- 
betically arranged, and aliases of more than 8,000 convicts, the 
register will also supply, in regard to each individual compre- 
hended in it, the following additional particulars, viz. : — A des- 
cription of the age, height, hair, eyes, face, and trade or occupa- 
tion ; the name of the prison from which liberated, with date of 
liberation ; the offence for which convicted, and the sentence ; the 
number of years of police supervision to which subjected, and the 
intended place of residence after liberation, with a final column 
for " marks and remarks." 

49. From the satisfactory progress that has been already made we 
confidently anticipate that this most valuable record, in a com- 
pleted state, and which, for greater convenience of reference, 
18 arranged in alphabetical foi*m, will be ready for printing within, 
at the farthest, a few months from the present time, after which 
there will be as little delay as possible in rendering it available, 
as intended, for general use. 

50. The work of the primary compilation now in progress being 
once completed, we think it may be assumed that there will be 
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IV. Depabtmental Abeangements. 

61. No alteration in the nature of our departmental arrange- 
ments, as described in our previous report, has taken place within 
the past year, with the exception of the temporary addition al- 
ready referred to, of an architect to our official staff. This office 
was conferred on Mr. Wm. J. Welland, who had for some years 
filled a similar position under the late Board of Ecclesiastical 
Commissioners. 

V. Appendix. 

52. We take leave in conclusion to refer for the various statistical 
tables and other usual information to the Appendix, and which 
in addition to the summarised statement on the subject in our 
first report, contains, it will be seen, this year a full detail of 
the daily average number of prisoners in custody, and the ex- 
penses incurred under each head of service, for eveiy local and 
convict prison separately during the year ended 31st March, 1880, 
as well as a series of returns, not previously given, relating to the 
operations in connexion with the " REGISTRATION of Criminals."

The expenses incurred in the removal of convicted Prisoners (including 
convicts under sentence of penal servitude) from one Prison to another 
Prison, from and after the 1st April, 1879, will be paid by the Governor 
of the Prison from which the Prisoners are removed. 

When the removal is made by the Constabulary, the Governor will 
advance to the Constabulary OflScer who furnishes the escort the amount 
necessary to pay the expenses of removal ; and after it has been carried 
out, he will obtain from the Constabulary Officer detailed accounts of the 
expenses incurred, accompanied by vouchers, and the balance remaining 
(if any) of the sum advanced, in order that the expenses may be charged 
in the monthly accounts of the Governor, furnished to this Office. 

A copy is sent herewith of a Circular issued by the Constabulary 
Department to the Constabulary Officers, containing instructions on this 
subject ; these instructions must be carefully observed by the Governors 
of Prisons.

Circular to Constabulary Officers. 

On and after 1st April, 1879, in all cases where the Constabulary 
are required to escort convicted Prisoners removed from one Prison to 
another (whether Convict Prisons or County Prisons), the Officer who 
furnishes the Escort is to apply to the Governor of the Prison from which 
the Prisoners are removed for the funds necessary to carry out the duty. 
On receiving same, he will give the Governor a temporary receipt for the 
amount, first handing over the amount to the Head or other Constable in 
charge of the Escort, and taking his acknowledgment for it as an endorse- 
ment on the temporary receipt. The advances so made are to be accounted 
for to tBe Governor of the Gaol, through the District Officer, subject to 
the regnlations contained in Sections 151 and 154 Finance Code, the 
word " Officer " in the latter being understood in that application of the 
Section to mean the Governor of the Prison. On the return of the Escort, 
the account, duly vouched, is to be rendered to the Sub-lnsnector to 
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upon which the temporary voucher given by the Snb-Inspector should be 
returned by the Governor. Form may continue to be used for the 
accounts in question.

The sentence would then 
expire (if for fourteen days) at 12 o'clock at night on the 18th June, and the second 
sentence would begin to run from that hour. But the 18th June should not be counted 
twice. The observance of this principle will enable the proper time of discharge to be 
calculatecL

The underclothing, boots, dec, should 
come with the prisoners ; but if for medical reasons it is necessary to 
furnish flannels or any other articles, a statement to that effect should 
accompany the return referred to in paragraph 6, of this Circular. 

4. The following disbursements may be made in each case, and the 
amount will be charged in the account under the sub-head '' Advances for 
War Department : " 

Hallway fare (3rd class) or other necessary conveyance to destination 

as above. 
For clothing, as above. 
Subsistence money, at the rate of one shilling for every day to be 

occupied on the journey. 

5. The subsistence money will be deducted from any gratuity earned, 
but the travelling expenses will be paid in addition to the gratuity. 

6. A statement of the amounts thus disbursed dnriug each financial 
year, with full particulars of each case, will be furnished to the General 
Prisons Board on or before 10th April, in each year. 

7. The payments hitherto made for the maintenance of Deserters from 
the Army and Navy will be discontinued ; but a certificate of the number 
of dayd' maintenance of each Naval deserter should be delivered to the 
escort in each case.

VI. •' The 91st and 99th of the Rules for Local Prisons in Ireland, approved 
by Order in Council, dated the 22nd day of March, 1878, are hereby revoked, 
and these rules are substituted therefor.

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His Grace would be glad to be able to relieve Clerks of the Crown and 
Peace from the duty of repeating the same information in different forms, or 
making any return which is not absolutely necessary, and of answering inquiries 
as to " nil '* returns. 

It has been suggested that by a re- arrangement of the form of Warrant to 
Governors of Prisons to receive and detain prisoners who have been sentenced, 
it might be made to answer the purpose of certain other returns, the necessity 
for making which in separate forms would thereby be removed. 

At present Clerks of the Crown and Peace are required to furnish : — 

1. The Warrant above mentioned — for Governors of Prisons. 

2. Penal Servitude Return— for the Convict Prisons Department of the 

General Prisons Board. 

3. Retiurn of Capital Convictions and Penal Servitude Sentences — for the 

Chief Secretary's Office. 

4. Police Supervision Return — for the Habitual Criminals Department of 

the General Prisons Board. 

5. " Return of Offenders Disposed of," formerly made to Local Inspectors, 

and lately to Governors of Local Prisons. 

I am to enclose herewith a revised form of Warrant which has been approved 
by His Grace, and I am to request that it may be used in future, and sent, 
instead of the old form, to the Governor of the Prison immediately upon the 
terminaiion of each Assizes or Quarter Sessions. After being duly recorded by 
the Governor of the Prison, it will be sent by him to the General Prisons Board, 
and it will be accepted bv the Government in lieu of the five returns above 
mentioned, which need no longer be furnished. 

It will be observed that the new form makes special provision for the 
Statutory Returns of Sentences of Penal Servitude (17 & 18 Vic, cap. 76, 
sec 27), and of Police Supervision (Prevention of Crimes Act, 1871, sec. 8), 
so as to be a fulfilment of the provisions of these Acts. 

It is hoped that the arrangement herein indicated, while securing all neces- 
sary information, will considerably reduce the work heretofore entailed upon 
Clerks of the Crown and Peace m the preparation of returns of the class in 
question, and in sending up " nil " returns ; but I am to observe that if, owing 
either to any want of promptitude in furnishing the new form of Warrant, or 
for any other reason, the present plan should be found not to answer its purpose, 
it may hereafler become necessary to revert to the old system of requiring 
separate returns. 

In conclusion, I am to state that it must be distinctly understood that the 
foregoing arrangement has no reference whatever to the Return of Criminals 
annually, called for from Clerks of the Crown and Peace, under 56 Geo. III., 
cap. 1 20. That return, being specially required, by statutory enactment, for 
presentation to Parliament, must be furnished, as heretofore, in the separate 
lorm, which will be supplied for the purpose in the usual manner.

Rfiport. May, 1880. 

Sir, — I beg to forward my report for the twelve months ended 
31st March, 1880, together with statistical returns for the convicts 
as well as for the local prisoners in Mountjoy Male Prison. 

There were 720 prisoners in custody during the twelve months, 412 
convicts, and 314 local prisoners. 

Of the 412 convicts 113 were removed to convict depots during the 
year in ordinary course, 33 were released from custody, 5 were removed 
to the Criminal Lunatic Asylum, Dundrum, and 57 were transferred 
to Lusk Intermediate Prison, whilst 204 remained in custody on 31st 
March. 1880. 

The 314 local prisoners were disposed of as follows : 2 were trans- 
ferred to Mountjoy Convict iJepot, I was removed to Dundrum Lunatic 
Asylum, I died in prison hospital, and 119 were discharged on com- 
pletion of sentence, whilst 1 9 1 remained in custody on 3 1st March, 1880. 

The employment found for the prisoners has not differed from 
former years, more tlian that in some branches, notably tailoring and 
shoemaking. 

The classes have been extended and a considerable amount of prison 
clothing, as well as shoes and boots for the use of convict depots and 
county gaols was finished here by prison labour and distributed as 
required amongst the local prisons *vhen requisitions were made upon 
this prison for a supply. 

Officers' uniform was also made to some extent. 

These two branches of industry could be carried on to a much 
greater extent, and there can be no question as to their applicability 
to prison labour, both as regards the discipline of the prison and the 
after result which will accrue to a man who masters the trade, and thus 
places himself in an independent position to earn a livelihood when he 
regains his liberty. 

Most of the repair done to prison buildings was executed by convict 
labour, independent of contractors from outside. The work of this 
nature principally consisted in gas fitting, plumbing, painting, as well 
as masonry, carpentry, smith's work, and, when required, tinsmith s 
work for both this prison and Mountjoy Female Prison, as well as other 
local prisons who sent orders for work of this description. 

A large shed for associated convict labour was almost finished within 
the year, and a large alteration was effected and completed in Mountjoy 
Female Prison by some carpenter convicts from this prison. 

A large apartment in the entrance hall of the prison, which was pre- 
viously used as offices, has been fitted up for Church of Ireland prisoners 
as a place of worship, which was completed and occupied during the 
past twelve months. 
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Five left the staff during the year, one was removed to Spike Island Mountjot 
Convict Depot, two were permitted to resign, and the other two were qI^^^^^ 
discharged through ill-heallh. ' Prison. 

The general conduct of the prison staff has been good, and I have ^ 

been well supported by the superior officers in carrying out the duties ^^^^ * 
of the prison. 

It was not in my power to give much relaxation or leave to officers 
owing to the increased number of prisoners and the limited strength 
of the staff. But when officers are unavoidably drafted for duty to other 
])risons, the inconvenience caused by it is very great, it precludes in- 
dulgence of any kind being granted, and, should a casualty through 
illness or otlier accident occur, it interferes with outside industrial work 
that may be in hands at the time. 

The moral conduct and the education of the prisoners have been 
carefully attended to by the officers particularly in charge of these 
important branches of prison management. 

The Roman Catholics have been carefully and unremittingly minis- 
tered to by the clergymen who are permitted to officiate for them in the 
prison. 

The Church of Ireland prisoners have had the usual zealous and 
kindly care which I have always noticed in their regard from the Pro- 
testant chaplain, who is ever ready to attend and assist every member 
of his flock. 

During the last twelve months the Presbyterian prisoners have 
slightly increased, owing to the number of local prisoners who have 
been sent here from the nortli of Ireland. 

The Presbyterian clergyman has been attentive and regular in his 
ministry as usual. 

The school has been opened for local prisoners during the year. It 
is attended by all whose classification entitles them to it, and who 
show an inclination and an aptitude to improve themselves by it. It 
is availed of by all, except those who are sufficiently advanced to im- 
prove themselves with the aid of books that are given to them for 
study, and the occasional assistance of the visiting schoolmaster in 
their cells. 

Large facility is lately given to prisoners to memorial Government 
on any subject they consider demands attention with regard to them- 
selves. This induces many to seek means to improve themselves in 
writing, in order that they may be able to fill up and forward their own 
memorials. 

The school was regularly attended by the prisoners, and the school- 
master was both painstaking and attentive. 

One hundred and sixty-five convicts attended the probation classes, 
and were instructed in the four rudimentary rules, and some few were 
able, in arithmetic; to reach the compound rules. 

The associated class of convicts made good progress in their studies, 
and, as a rule, took marked pains to improve themselves by the instruc- 
tions pyen them, 

I am h&ppy to say t.h at I cannot refer to a case which entailed poni^\^- 
ment through m/scond uct, and can report most favourably of the advu^^ 
tage gained by the prisoners who attended school. 
The statistical returns for the school are attached herewith. ^ t

MEDICAL OFFICER'S REPORT.

Moun^oy Male Prison, 
April, IdSO. 

Sir, — I have the honour to submit my annual report of this prison 
for the year ending Slst March, 1880, and in doing so it is exceed- 
ingly gratifying to me to be able to state that the general health of the 
officers and prisoners has been good throughout the year. 

The only case of contagious disease that occurred among the convicts 
"within the year was that of a man who was attacked with small-pox. 
I at once took steps to hare him isolated in the hos{^itid, which waa 
attended, I am glad to say, with satisfactory results, as no other caao 
occurred except that of the hospital warder under ^hose immediate 
tsare th^ convict was. Both, however, made a satis&ctory recovery. 

It may be worthy of remark to observe that this convict was fiv^ 
months in the prison, and could not by any possibility have had tb^oOQlc 
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MouMTJOT where the sanitary arrangements were the same, and which were as 
^^^ perfect as any that could he desired. 

As regards the health of the staff, only a few of the warders were 
exempted from duty through illness, principally caused hy colds and 
catarrhal affections. There were two, however, discharged the service, 
heing rendered physically unfit — one from cai*diac disease ; the other 
for having received severe injuries at the hands of a convict. 

Although 76 convicts were admitted to hospital during the year, no 
death occurred, which must be regarded as a very gratifying circum- 
stance, when it is borne in mind the class from which the convict popu- 
lation is drawn. 

There were five convicts transmitted to the Lunatic Asylum duiing 
the year. It was observed that four of these exhibited symptoms of 
mental derangement upon their reception into the prison ; and the 
other case was that of an old habitual criminal who spent most of his 
time in prison, and who was undergoing a second period of penal ser- 
vitude at the time he was removed to the asylum. 

There has been no change in the dietary of the convicts, which 
continues to be good and wholesome, and maintains them in a satisfac- 
tory state of health. 

Appended is a list of the number admitted to hospital, containing 
particulars of the diseases, kc, 

I beg to repeat my acknowledgments to the Governor and the other 
officers of the prison with whom I come in contact for the facilities they 
afford me in the performance of my duUes.

PBOTESTANT CHAPLAIN'S REPORT. 

H.M. Prison, Moun^oy, Dublin, 
May. 1880. 

Sib,— As far as they have come under my notice, the circum- 
stances of this prison during the past year have been very much as 
usual, the convicts, generally, have conducted themselves well, have 
been most attentive at Divine Service and religious instruction, and 
have received my visits in their cells with seeming pleasure, and an 
apparent desire to profit. 

It appears to me to be most desirable, I may say essential, to the 
reformation of those convicts in whom reformation may be hoped for, 
that there should be, if possible, a complete separation between old 
hardened criminals and those that may have given way to temptation 
once, but cannot be said to belong to the criminal classes though 
sentenced to penal servitude. In the comparatively small average 
of convicts under my charge during the past year, one had 
been sentenced to penal servitude five tiuies ; four had received sen- 
tences of penal servitude three times; and eight were undergoing a 
like sentence for the second time ; four had passed through reforma- 
tories ; one had undergone penal servitude in England ; and one had, 
also in England, been imprisoned twice before he was sentenced to 
penal servitude, in this country. If such criminals as these are placed 
in association with those for whose reformation, otherwise there may be 
reasonable hope, is it reasonable to expect that such a hope is likely to 
be realized ? I think not

ChapUMB ^^ Roman Catholic conviets of Mountjoy Prison, from April let, 
RepoH. 1879. to April Ist, 1880. 

I have reason to report favourably of the moral and religious conduct 
of the Roman Catholic convicts, generally, during the past year. They 
seemed very attentive to the instructions given them, three or four 
times each week, assisted at Mass with every mark of outward respect 
and devotion, and complied regularly vrith the other duties of 
religion. I have examined the fresh men eyeiy Monday, and given 
them and such others as needed it, special instruction in the principal 
mysteries of futh,. the decalogue, the sacraments, especially such as 
are more necessary for salvation, the Pater Noster, Ave Maria, ^c, &c. 
The confessions of the prisoners were -heard every Friday, and 
occasionally on other days. I avail myself largely of the kind per- 
mission of the authorities to accept the help of some clergymen in 
hearing the confessions of the prisoners. I am always careful in 
obedience to rule, to insert' m my ''journal,'*' the names of the priests, 
who assist me in the discharge of my duties. 

In submitting my Report, I regret not being able to speak well of 
the conduct of a small class of the prisoners. I mean a certain 
portion of returned convicts and some other sentenced to penal servi- 
tude for the first time, and well known to the prison officials to be men 
of very bad antecedents, and more or less deeply versed in the ways of 
iniquity. This class of men do great mischief to the general body of 
the prisoners. It seems quite evident that one or two dozen of really 
corrupt, vicious, and depraved men, and who are, at the same time, 
clever, ingenious, and cunning, can, if they are so disposed, do immense 
harm to the entire mass of prisoners, with whom they may come into 
contact. Not content with beitig wicked themselves, they are so far 
from having any scruple in exercising a corrupting influence over the 
others that, on the contrary, they delight in doing the evil work, 
wherever it can be carried on without fear of being detected, whether 
it be at exercise, school, or any other place — not excepting even the 
chapeL 

The evil is certainly great, and needs a strong remedy. In order to 
correct the very bad prisoners, and at the same time to prevent their 
evil influence on others, it is necessaiy in my judgment, 1st, to have 
them confined in a separate prison for themselves with suiuMe and 
hard labour J to keep the mind and imagination occupied, and help to 
support the expenses of the institution, 2nd, to keep diem entirely 
apart from one another, as much as possible, and drd, to have the dis- 
cipline of such prison carried out by realljf qualified offieera* 

This seems to me the best plan of cheokmg Uie evil complained of, 
and I doubt very much if it could be effectually stopped otherwise 
than by the means I have suggested. The plan might be easily carried 
into effect, as the Government has, at the present moment, the manage- 
ment of all the prisons of the entire country, in its own hands, and 
could. easily and without any considerable expenditure, set one apart 
for the purpose. But even should it be found necessary to eacpend.a 
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claiming a few of Hiode who had t)een notoriously bad' chkhicters.' In Mouhtjot 
my opinion the country would be benefited, in a pecuniary point of J^^^ 
vieWy because, a greater number of the convicts would i)e really and pj^^ 

permanently reformed by entirely cutting away from them the very 

corrupting element I have alludea to. CaSZc 

In conclusion, I am pleased to say, that every facility was afforded ct^i^oui** 
me for the exercise of my ministry, and that I have been treated kindly Report 
by all the officers with whom, my duties brought me into contact ,

MEDICAL OFFICER'S REPORT. 

Moun^oy Female Convict Prison, 
April, J 880. 

Sib, — ^I have the honour to submit my annual report of this prison 
for the year ending 8 1 st March, 1880. 

It affords me satisfaction to be able to state that the general health 
of both officers and prisoners h^ been good,^and that the sanitary con- 
dition of the prison can also be regarded as favourable. OoQqIc 

In former years a class of prisoners of a very troublesome character

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It is needleis for me to ramaik that when one in mf position is Mounijot 
obliged to have recourse to these measures, especially witli women, he conyict 
feels it both painful and unpleasant, and it is therefore with unfeigned Prison ' 
satisfaction tiiat I hare seen the gradual decrease of this class, to the -— 
great advantage of the discipline of the prison ; their example was very q^JJ?, 
bad, and could not fail to have had a prejudicial iuHueDce on the other Report, 
prisoners. Their management was attended with a great deal of 
difficulty and embarrassment to those in authority over them, and particu- 
larly so to the medical officer. 

It strikes me as rather a remarkable circumstance that the prisoners 
constituting this class have not been recommitted to penal servitude, 
and I may also remark that there has been a diminution in the recom- 
mission of old broken down habitual criminals, which accounts for the 
few in the invalid class at present 

There were 18 matrons treated in hospital for febrile and catarrhal 
affections, and one who subsequently died, was discharged the service 
in consequence of being physically unfit 

Of the seven convicts who were sent to the lunatic asylum, four of 
them had been there before ; of the other three, oue exhibited symptoms 
of insanity on her reception, and the other two were some years in the 
prison before they showed any symptoms of mental derangement, but 
it made its approach gradually, and at length the disease assumed its 
full dimensions, which necessitated their removal to the asylucQ. 

There were 140 convicts admitted to hospital during the year, and 
among them were only two deaths, one from bronchitis, the other from 
phthisis, both were debilitated old women. 

The food has been wholesome and good, and has been sufficient 
except in a few cases where I found it necessary to supplement it with 
a little extra bread and milk to those who were working laboriously. 

I beg to attach tables showing the admissions to hospital with the 
diseases, dec. 

To Mrs. Sheeran, the superintendent and the other officers of the 
prison, I desire to express my earnest acknowledgments for the facility 
and co-operation they afford me in the performance of my duties.

Sir, — We beg to submit to you our Report for the year ended 
March, 1880. 

It is gratifying to us to bear testimony to the orderly conduct and great 
docility of the prisoners under our care. Considering their previous 
character, habits, and conditions of life, they were as good as Uie most 
sanguine could expect them to be. The number of punishments for 
breaches of prison discipline was very small, which of itself, is, at once, 
a proof of the prevalence of good order, and a subject for congratu- 
lation to all who laboured for the reformation of the convicts. 

The conviction grows upon us year after year, that the intercourse 
of prisoners in association wards, as it is carried out in this prison, is, 
taking all things into account, the best system for the convicts ; but, 
as there is always danger of corrupting influences among so many, it 
must be borne in mind, that, in order to prevent such association 
becoming pernicious, the prisoners must be carefully classified, 
actively employed, and, what is of the utmost importance, under very 
close supervision. 

As every plan for the reformation of the criminal, which has not 
religion for its foundation, must fail, we are happy to state that the 
convicts had ample opportunities of discharging their religious duties, 
and that they availed themselves of them with commendable zeal and 
edifying devotion. 

The services of the visiting Sisters from Golden Bridge, were most 
useful and efficient. We have much pleasure in gratefully acknowledging 
the valuable aid we have received from them in the religious instruction 
of the prisoners. 

We are very grateful to the officers, and especially to the matrons in 
chai'ge of the* chapel and hospital, for the assistance constantly given 
to us in visiting the prison, 

We deeply regret the resignation of the Rev. B. Fitzpatrick, who, by 
his prudence, zeal, and tact, contributed not a little towards the 
success of the institution in latter years.

Sib, — I have nothing to report for the past year, out of the ordinazy 
course. I have heen enabled to dischai^ge my duties regularly, both 
on Sabbaths and week days. 

Although there are but few Presbyterian prisoners, such is the 
nature of our services that the same time and religious exercises are 
required for one as for many. The capitation principle, therefore, is 
inapplicable to Presbyterian chaplaincy. 

At the beginning of the year I had two convicts, and onecoun^ 
prisoner under my ministerial supervision. 

The prison arrangements necessitated two separate services, which 
I regularly conducted. 

August 15th, two convicts were discharged, one — A 6., after a veiy 
long improvement was liberated. I was glad that the authorities 
dealt mercifully with her case ; for I have no doubt of her sincere 
repentance.

GOVERNOR'S REPORT. 

Spike Ireland Government Prison, 
6th May, 1880. 

SnEt,-*-I have the honour to present my report, together with the usual 
statistics, for the year ended die 8 1st March, 1880. 

Twen^-two subordinate officers joined the staff — eleven on first ap- 
pointment, and eleven on transfer from other prisons ; seven were 
transferred to other prisons ; eight resigned ; five were discharged on 
medical grounds and unfitness for the service ; two were dismissed ; 
and one died. The general conduct of the subordbiate staff was, on 
the whole, satisfactory, and but comparatively few cases required 
reference to the Board. The chief warder and the principal warders 
performed their respective duties satisfactorily. The returns show 486 
convicts in custody here on the 1st April, 1879 ; at Maryborough G^u)l, 
employed making alterations, 37 ; at Cork County Gaol, do., 87.

Ordnance bepartment at Haulbowline, and about fifty under the p^^^ 

direction of the Royal Engineer Department on the defence and other 

works at Spike Island; Nothing occurred in the conduct or working SjJJJJ*'* 
of the convicts calling for special notice or remark. There was no ^'^^ 
attempt at concentrated insubordination, and apart from individual 
cases of misconduct the general conduct of the convicts was satisfactory. 
There was no case of corporal punishment One attempt to escape in 
disguise was made at Haulbowline, but the convict was recognised by 
Principal Warder Leary and captured at once. Picking up old tobacco 
pipes and bits of tobacco dropped by the military and naval men both 
at Spike and Haulbowline greatiy increase the number of prison 
offences and reports. The weak-minded and irresponsible classes also 
add considerably to the number of offences, and, as a rule, in their cases 
no deterrent punishment can be awarded. 

The prison routine has been precisely the same as in former years, 
with the exception of a change in the mode of exercise given on Sundays 
and holidays. The advanced class are now marched two deep, and 
cannot exchange companions. All the other classes are exercised in 
single file, a distance apart, and are not allowed speak to each other. 

Six convicts were removed to Dundrum Lunatic Asylum on medical 
certificates as insane, but one of these was sent back after a time 
reported as sane. Three convicts and one officer died of typhus fever, 
The prison buildings generally are in fair order, but frequent repairs 
are found necessary, especially to the roofs. The new Boman Gathplic 
Chapel has been opened for service. 

The eonvicts were, as heretofore, kept steadily at work, but it is to 
be regretted that the prison department has no control whatever as to 
their employment or utilizing their labour. / , .

It will be observed that a very considerable decrease has taken place 
in the estimated value of the labour for the past year, arising from the 
reduced number of convicts, as also from tiie fact of only about half 
the usual number of convict tradesmen having been employed at their 
respective trades, their services as such not having been required ; 
hence a considerable loss on this head. The usual ISunday and 
weekly services have been regularly performed by the respective 
chaplains, and two schools have been open every evening, in charge 
of the two schoolmasters. I here beg to express my thanks to the 
superior officers and staff generally, and to tiie Deputy Governor in 
particular, for the ready and willing assistance rendered by all in 
support of discipline and order. I have not seen or received inti- 
mation of any abuse or abuses not repoi*ted by me. I hereby certify 
that the rules laid down for the government of the prison have been 
complied with during the past year, except in such cases as have beea 
reported to or brought under the notice of the Board.

Sir, — I bave the honour to submit the annual report on the state ;i/J^/ 
of Ileal tb of the officers and prisoners, and on the general sanitary offieer't 
condition of this prison, with the usual medical statistics for the year KejHtrt, 
ended 31st March hist. 

During the year there were 56 warders treated in hospital, chiefly for 
ailments incidental to the nature of their duties ; there was one death, 
and three were discharged the service on medical grounds. 

There were 131 convicts received into this prison during the year. 12 
of whom being found delicate received necessary treatment, and were 
placed at such labour as best suited the conditions of their health. 

During the year there were 195 prisoners admitted into hospital, 
principally for such diseases as are usually to be met with amongst 
labourers and persons employed at out-door work, such as bronchitis, 
diarrhoea, typhus, simple continued fever, wounds and contusions, debility, 
and rheumatism, 7 deaths occurred. 

There were 6 convicts transferred to Dundrum Criminal Lunatic 
Asylum, of whom 4 were mentally effected on reception here, in the 
other 2 cases there was no record of any previous mental ailment. 

During the year there were 5 convicts released from prison on medical 
grounds, 4 of whom were found to be delicate, and 1 in good health when 
received into this prison. 

In the month of April typhus fever prevailed in the prison, 30 convicts 
and 3 warders having been attacked ; the type being of an aggravated 
character in many of the cases. Three prisoners and 1 warder succumbed 
to that disease. Careful inquiry led me to conclude that the appearance 
of the disease could be attributed only to atmospheric influences. 

In other respects the general sanitary state of the prison was satisfactory, 
there was an abundant supply of good water, the dietaries were wholesome 
and suflicient, the bedding and clothing comfortable, the ventilation good, 
and the labour was well regulated and exercised no unfavourable influence 
on the health of the prisoners. 

The Governor and the other officers of the prison invariably rendered 
me every assistance in their power, and promptly carried out any 
suggestions I found it necessary to make for the welfare of the prisoners. 
The Resident Apothecary performed his duties in an efficient and zealous 
manner.

Sir, — I have the honour to present my report for the year ending 
March 3l8t, 1880. 

I have great pleasure in being able to state that the religious and 
moral condition of the Roman Catholic prisoners has been, on the whole, 
satisfactory. 

The great majority have been very attentive to their religious duties, a 
very considerable number approaching the holy Sacraments, as often as 
they got the facility of doing so. 

1 have visited, daily, with few exceptions, the sick in hospital, and 
those confined in tbe separate cells, for breaches of prison discipline. I 
have also said Mass, twice a week for the warders and prisoners. Tlieir 
conduct in chapel during prayer. Mass, and religious instruction has been 
as a rule, very edifying. 

The new chapel was opened for Divine Service last August, and a 
supply of new vestments and other requisites for Mass, Benediction, ifec, 
dec, has been granted. 

This has enabled us to carry out the services of religion more eflfect- 
ually, and with greater benefit to the community, than heretofore. 

Another matter which has produced a most salutary impression on the 
prisoners, and the good effects of which will I trust be permanent, was 
the Spiritual Retreat or Mission given last May by two of the Passionist 
Fathers, when the entire body, with scarcely an exception, gladly availed 
themselves of the blessings then offered them. It is to be hoped that a 
similar Retreat may be annually given in future. 

Though many evils, necessarily arising from the present system of 
association still exist, yet I venture to say, that a noticeable improvement 
has marked the general conduct of the prisoners during the past year. 

I have much pleasure in bearing testimony to the efficiency of tho

Sib,— I beg to present the following report for the year ending the 31st 
March, 1880. 

There has not been anything in my sphere of duties daring the year 
calling for especial notice. I have fulfilled the regular duties on Sundays 
and weekdays, and have visited the sick in hospital, and the mis- 
demeanants in the punishment cells. 

The conduct of the prisoners as towards me and my ministrations has 
been quite satisfactory. The good done among them can only be fully 
tested, when on liberation they have each again the choice between their 
old mode of life and a better. Many of them give me the promise more 
pleasing in their case than in that of the Apostle of old, that I *' shall see 
their face no more.*' With respect to young criminals, those young in 
crime, this promise would be much more hopeful if they had been 
segregated during penal servitude from the old offenders ; a precautionary 
measure which I have seen recommended before, and a preventative so 
obviously desirable, that I am unable to conceive any adequate reason 
for not putting it in practice. The only objection I have heard urged 
against it is, that it would involve considerable expense. But I submit 
that a little consideration will show that this is a very hollow objection ; 
for the expenditure would abundantly repay itself even in the most 
sorded view of the question.

Sir,— In compliance with your directions, I beg leave to submit 
the usual annual report for the year ending 31st March, 1880. On 
the 1st April, 1879, the number of convicts at Lusk was 70. Received 
during the year, 61, making a total of 131 convicts for the year. They 
have been disposed of as follows — 90 have been released on licence, 1 on 
completion of sentence, 7 have been removed to the Mountjoy Prison Hos- 
pital, five have been removed for misconduct, and 1 absconded, leaving 
in custody at Lusk on the 3jst March 27 convicts. The daily average 
number has been 39*7 for the yeaf. The officers continue to discharge 
their duties very efl5ciently. One first class warder retired from the ser^ 
vice, and one died.
